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Ambassador Kennedy’s Address 








ON THE evening of January 18, 1941, 

Joseph P. Kennedy, former ambas- 
sador to Great Britain, spoke to the 
Nation by radio. 


The message was of exceptional sig- 
nificance because it came at a crucial 
hour, when millions of American citi- 
zens were making up their minds, re- 
garding the most momentous ques- 
tions the country has ever faced. A few 
excerpts from the text will be sufficient 
to illustrate its importance: 


Shortly after I came home from 
London, I spoke over the radio for the 
re-election of President Roosevelt. I de- 
clared then that my sincere judgment 
was that we ought to stay out of war. 


Since then there have appeared many 
false statements regarding my views on 
foreign policy. Moreover, there is a 
growing confusion and a reliance upon 
emotion which strikes me as altogether 
unnecessary and extremely harmful. 


The saddest feature of recent months 
is the growth of intolerance. Honest 
men’s motives are being attacked. 
Many Americans, including myself, 
have been subjected to deliberate smear 
campaigns merely because we differed 
from an articulate minority. A few 
ruthless and irresponsible Washington 
columnists have claimed for themselves 
the right to speak for the nation. The 
reputation of the American press for 
fairness is being compromised by the 
tactics of these men. 


This habit of smearing an opponent 
because you disagree with what he 
stands for is a distinct menace to our 
free institutions. 


A favorite ‘device of an aggressive 
minority is to call any American, 
questioning the likelihood of a British 
victory, an “apostle of gloom” — a de- 
featist. I always believed that when 
the American people sent an ambassa- 
dor to a foreign country they expected 
him to report the facts to his govern- 
ment as he saw them, the bright side 
and the dark side—the good things 
and the bad things—the strength and 
the weaknesses. 


I never thought that it was my func- 
tion to report pleasant stories that were 
not true. Everyone will agree that 
had I, as your ambassador, reported 
to our government anything but the 
truth as I saw it, I would have been 
false to my trust—I would have be- 
trayed by country. 


When I reported to our government 
the seriousness of the problems that 
faced the British people I did it in 
considerable detail, and purposely, be- 
cause I wanted our government to have 


all the information possible affecting 





the plight of Great Britain so that 
this country in the days to come could 
guide itself more intelligently in its 
foreign policy regardless of what the 
outcome of the war might be. 


There are many phenomena in this 
war which defy explanation even by 
the most expert. If the German air 





force can practically destroy a city in 
a one night raid as in Coventry, why 
is it that it has failed to wipe out in. 

dustrial England in a series of the 
raids? ‘ 
If, as we know, England can live 
only if her ports remain open, why

Petitions Against War 





| Peace American citizen has a pow- 

erful weapon at his disposal, for 
helping impress the public will upon 
duly elected representatives at the 
Nation’s Capital. 


This weapon is described in the first 
amendment of the Constitution, that 
section of the great Document known 
as the Bill of Rights, where it is writ- 
ten that the citizen shall, at all times, 
enjoy the right of petitioning ‘those 
who occupy positions of authority. 


At the present time, this privilege 
is being effectively exercised by liter- 
ally millions of Christians and patriots, 
expressing their attitude against in- 
volvement in Foreign War. 


Although the Roosevelt Administra- 
tion has apparently succeeded in 
keeping much from being said about 
the matter, it is well known that a 
silent undercurrent, a titanic expres- 
sion of resentment against attempts 
to pull our Country into war, is being 
regisiered among Senators and Rep- 
resentatives from every State of the 
Union. 


This expression is, to a very great 
extent, the result of collective effort 
on the part of Defender constituents 
and other alert citizens, who realize 
that NOW is the time to protest. Once 
war is declared—once transport ves- 
sels loaded to the gunwales with 
American boys, begin ploughing 
treacherous seas—it becomes treason 
to plead for peace. 


Thus, astute observers know that 
sentiment is definitely crystallizing 
against involvement of the United 
States in Foreign War. Millions of 
people are resolved that no more 
American blood shall flow on foreign 
soil. They have adopted the com- 
mon sense policy, of demanding 
strong defenses for any eventuality 
that may develop in this hemisphere 
. . but, at the same time, refusing 
steadfastly to be drawn into Europe’s 
or Asia’s quarrels. 


Thomas Jefferson, the sage of Mon- 
ticello, once said: “I have ever deem- 
ed it fundamental for the United 
States never to take an active part 





in the quarrels of Europe. 


They are . 
nations of eternal war.” 7 


While some interests, particularly 
American Jewry, entertain the fixed 
opinion that American blood must 
again flow in Europe, there are others 
—fathers, mothers, wives, sweethearts, 
Christians, poor and middle class 
people—who have a different idea on 
the subject. And they are expressing 
themselves through the Constitutional 
right of petitioning officials at the 
Capital. 


This gigantic effort is being accom- 
panied with a great Chain of Prayer. 
The effort has become known as the 
“Prayer-Petition Crusade.” Christians, 
in every part of the Nation, are pray- 
ing that America shall be spared the 
suffering being visited upon other 
parts of the world. 


Senator Burton K. Wheeler has just 
issued the following statement: “Now 
that we have before us the so-called 
lend-lease-give bill, it should be clear 
ts the American people how close 
to ‘actual involvement in foreign war 
we are. It must be obvious war is 
now the goal. 


“Unless our people wake up quick- 
ly and FLOOD THEIR OWN SENA- 
TORS AND CONGRESSMEN with ve- 
hement protests against a grant of 
dictatorial powers which put in one 
man the authority, not only to strip ’ 
our defenses, but actually to get us 
into an undeclared war, American 
freedom and democracy will be gone.”

VEN the mystery which hath been 
hid for ages and from generations, 
but now is made manifest to his 
saints . . . which is Christ in you, the 
hope of glory.”—Colossians 1:26-27. 


Some are old enough to remember 
when men of science held to the theory 
of spontaneous generation, in an effort 
to account for the origin of life by na- 
tural processes. Many experiments 
were made, trying to produce life from 
inanimate substance, but all attempts 
proved futile. 


The public was assured that proto- 
plasm would be manufactured in lab- 
oratories. There was even speculation 
as to the kind of monstrosity that might 
some day be produced. But, like many 
another theory, projected in the name 
of science, this one had to be discarded. 
No reputable scientist would care to 
risk his reputation today, by saying 
that he believes dead matter has in it 
the potential qualities of life. 


The postulate of modern biology may 
be summed up in these words—life only 
from pre-existing life. A cell only from 
a cell. 


The same law operates in the spirit- 
ual world. There is an analogy be- 
tween the processes of natural life, and 
the factors that govern eternal life. 


Life eternal cannot be produced in a 
human personality by spontaneous gen- 
eration. Dead matter cannot give birth 
to natural life. Unregenerate human 
nature cannot manifest eternal life. 


Unfortunately, some professing Chris-, 


tians try to generate eternal life by 
spontaneous generation. To them, 
Christianity consists of dos and don’ts. 
They have the mistaken idea that by 
good works and self-effort, life eternal 
can be pumped up—thereby making the 
individual a fit subject for citizenship 
in Heaven. 


Eternal life is a free gift, to be re- 
ceived and appropriated on the basis 
of unmerited Grace. The best of hu- 
man effort falls below the requirements 
of holy living. The highest attain- 
ments of which the natural man, is 


¢capable, must be considered but “filthy 


fags” before God. 


“But we are all as an unclean thing, 
and all our righteousnesses are as filthy 
rags; and we all do fade as a leaf; and 
our iniquities, like the wind, have taken 
us away.”—Isaiah 64:6. 


Ask the best person you have ever 
known, if, in the light of even his own 
conscience, he considers himself really 
good. You will find him conscious of 
evil thoughts, evil deeds, evil conduct. 
“For all have sinned, and come short 
of the glory of God.” The cry of the 
Psalmist finds an echo in the heart of 
the last man, who walks the dirt roads 
of earth: “Behold, I was shapen in in- 
iquity; and in sin did my mother con- 
ceive me.” 


Any thought of becoming an heir to 
life eternal by self-effort—spontaneous 
generation, is an absurdity. No amount 
of education can take the place of re- 
generation. There is no essential con- 
nection between a clean heart and a 
college diploma. The so-called Social 
Gospel only glosses human nature. It 
does not pierce the sinful heart of un- 
saved men and impart a new life. Alas, 
we need to grip the thought that man 
in his depraved condition, is sinfull 
and stands in dire need of a Saviour. 


“For from within, out of the heart 
of men, proceed evil thoughts, adul- 
teries, fornications, murders, thefts, 
covetousness, wickedness, deceit, las- 
civiousness, an evil eye, blasphemy, 
pride, foolishness: All these evil things 
come from within, and defile the man.” 
—Mark 7:21-23. 


So, in-Christed man, regenerate man, 
is not a mere evolution of a natural 
man. Twice-born man, is a new creature, 
literally a new creation in Christ. 
“Therefore if any man be in Christ, he 
is a new creature: old things are passed 
away; behold, all things are become 
new.” In-Christed man is a new man. 


The uncreated, eternal life, deposited 
in the womb of the heart through the 
new birth ... is the same in essence, 
as the life that was quickened in the 
womb of the virgin, nineteen centuries 
ago. The genesis of Christ Jesus was 
not at Bethlehem’s manger. He never 
had a beginning. In the New Testa- 
ment record, we find that He repeatedly 


affirmed His pre-existence. He said: 
“Before Abraham was, I am.” 


“In the beginning was the Word, and 
the Word was with God, and the Word 
was God. The same was in the be- 
ginning with God. All things were 
made by him; and without him was 
not any thing made that was made. And 
the Word was made flesh, and dwelt 
among us, (and we beheld his glory, 
the glory as of the only begotten of the 
Father,) full of grace and truth.”— 
John 1:1-3,14. 


The relation of the Lord Jesus Christ, 
to the twice-born mortal, is that of 
the vine to the branch. “I am the vine, 
ye are the branches: He that abideth 
in me, and I in him, the same bringeth 
forth fruit.” Sap, the carrier of life, 
flows from the vine to the branch. 
Thus, the individual is linked to the 
eternal Source, with life—not mere 
mental assent to a theological ideal. 
Christianity is life, the life of Christ 
in union with the believer. 


“Put ye on the Lord Jesus Christ,” 
said the Apostle Paul. This statement 
implies the possibility of being wrapped 
in a higher life than the natural man 
possesses by nature. The change is 
wrought primarily in the heart, but 
the regenerating effect is manifested in 
spirit, soul and body. The human 
spirit is recreated and fashioned after 
the moral image of the Son of God. 
The “earnest” of the new inheritance 
is experienced now; the “fulness” of the 
translation will be known later. 


The thought of putting off human 
sins and fleshly habits . . . of embody- 
ing spiritual virtues and enjoying 
spiritual victory ...of putting on 
righteousness, goodness, health, joy, 
opulence, hope, peace, power, purity, 
love, and assurance of eternal bliss to 
come—the thought of enjoying these 
riches in Christ, should be sufficient 
to inspire everyone to seek Him with 
the whole heart. “Set your affection on 
things above, not on things on the 
earth. For ye are dead, and your 
life is hid with Christ in God. But 
now ye also put off all these; anger, 
wrath, malice, blasphemy, filthy com-

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munication out of your mouth. Lie not 
one to another, seeing that ye have put 
off the old man with his deeds.”— 
Colossians 3:2-3,8,9. 


Paul refers to this experience—this 
change from Adam to Christ, as a 
secret hidden from the foundation of 
the world, made known to the human 
race only after the Incarnation, Atone- 
ment, Resurrection and Ascension of 
the Eternal Son. By the physical 
birth, one becomes a member of the 
human race. Through the spiritual 
birth, one becomes a partaker of the 
divine nature. “For as in Adam all 
die, even so in Christ shall all be made 
alive ... The first man Adam was 
made a living soul, the last Adam was 
made a quickening spirit.”—First Cor- 
inthians, chapter 15. 


It is fundamental to right Christian 
attitude, that the follower of Christ 
shall break through the materialistic 
consciousness in which Adamic man 
lives. The carnal mind centers all in- 
terest in things physical. There is a 
tendency to live in the five senses and 
regard spiritual values as vapor and 
mystery. But in-Christed man lives to 
the spirit and understands the absolute 
reality of things spiritual. 


“For to be carnally minded is death; 
but to be spiritually minded is life and 
peace. Because the carnal mind is en- 
mity against God: for it is not subject 
to the law of God, neither indeed can 
be. So then they that are in the flesh 
cannot please God. But ye are not 
in the flesh, but in the Spirit, if so be 
that the Spirit of God dwell in you. 
And if Christ be in you, the body is 
dead because of sin; but the Spirit is 
life because of righteousness.” 


An analysis of the law of cause and 
effect increases one’s capacity of appre- 
ciation for spiritual realities. Aristotle 
said: “To know a thing well, it is ne- 
cessary to know its first cause.” The 
material world is a realm of effects, 
dependent upon, and sustained by, 
spiritual causes. The physical world, 
is NOT the world of reality. All root 
causes emanate from the invisible 
sphere. 


‘ Every law of nature, examined by

scientists, leads straight to the unseen. 
The real, permanent, enduring values 
of life, are the things that you do not 
see with physical eye. You will un- 
derstand this better, about five minutes 
after death, when the sense-bound body 
of material substance has been laid 
aside, like the removing of a garment. 
“Through faith we understand that the 
worlds were framed by the word of 
God, so that things which are seen

Please ponder those last twelve words 
... things which are seen were not 
made of things which do appear. 


God is a spirit and all creative 
processes proceed from the spiritual 
realm. The relation of the unseen, the 
spiritual world, to the physical world, 
is that of cause to effect. Every ma- 
terial substance is dependent upon 
spiritual cause. “If he gather unto him- 
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self his spirit and his breath, all flesh 
shall perish together."-—Job 34:14-15 


The temporal world, including our 
physical bodies, is but the husk, the 
outer casing, fashioned and formed by 
an intelligent Architect. Hence the 
words of Paul: “For we know that if 
our earthly house of this tabernacle 
were dissolved, we have a building of 
God, an house not made with hands, « 
eternal in the heavens.” 


Every fact that science has proved is 
linked to a mystery that science cannot 
prove. Name the biologist, who, study- 
ing the processes of life, has not been 
brought face to face with the fact that 
life is a mysterious, invisible something 
of unseen origin. The word life wan- 
ders through science without a defini- 
tion. 


Parenthetically, let it be noted, that 
the end, the grand finale, of material- 
ism is in sight. And when this occurs, 
nothing will be subtracted from the 
personalities of twice-born saints, cloth- 
ed with immutable, indestructible, 
glorified bodies like our Lord brought 
out of the new tomb of Joseph of Ari- 
mathaea. “But the day of the Lord will 
come as a thief in the night; in the 
which the heavens shall pass away with 
a great noise, and the elements shall 
melt with fervent heat, the earth aio" 
and the works that are therein shall be 
burned up.” 


There is a temporal created life of 
God manifest in the first Adam. There 
is an uncreated life of God manifest in 
Christ Jesus, the second Adam. The 
created life became inverted by the Fall 
of Man... and the original image 
with which man was stamped by his 
Maker became distorted. 


The believer becomes the recipient of 
eternal life and by this process, the 
human personality is reconstructed, re- 
built, remade . . . fashioned according 
to the pattern which the world saw 
revealed nineteen centuries ago in the 
Lord Jesus Christ. “But now is Christ 
risen from the dead, and become the 
firstfruits of them that slept. For since 
by man came death, by man came: also 
the resurrection of the dead. For as 
in Adam all die, even so in Christ shall 
all be made alive.”—I Corinthians 15: 
20-22 “Beloved, now are we the sons 
of God, and it doth not yet appear 
what we shall be: but we know that, 
when he shall appear, we shall be like 
him; for we shall see him as he is.”— 
I John :3-2. 

The seat of the human personality 
From this point 
proceeds the “issues of life.” The 
heart of the unregenerate man is sin- 
full. A change occurs when the eternal 
life of Christ is projected to him 
through the Holy Spirit. “Put off the 
old man, which is corrupt according 
to the deceitful lusts; And be renewed 
in the spirit of your mind; Put on the 
new man, which after God is created in 
righteousness and true _holiness.”— 
Ephesians 4:22-24 


“Out of the heart are the issues of, 
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life.” This statement deals with the 
very core of human existence. Vital 
relationship with Christ is predicted 
upon the proposition—A CHANGE OF 
HEART. The Social Gospel, Modern- 
ism and Occult Philosophies do not 
change hearts. They only polish the 
sinful nature. They do not reach to 
the roots. They only change the ap- 
pearance of the tassel at the top. They 
do not reconstruct the inner man. They 
only enamel the outer man. 


Visualize an electric bulb aglow with 
electrical energy. There emanates from 
it what we will call “the issues of il- 
lumination.” Let the bulb represent 
the heart-center, from which come the 
“issues of life.” These issues sustain 
the soul and give life to body cells. 


When Christ is formed within, His 
presence flows outward, permeating the 
whole man—spirit, soul and body. “But 
if the Spirit of him that raised up Jesus 
from the dead dwell in you, he that 
raised up Christ from the dead shall 
also quicken your mortal bodies by his 
Spirit that dwelleth in you.”—Romans 
8:11 


The believer then becomes conscious 
of an inner glow and enters upon a 
plane of existence, where spiritual dis- 
cernment becomes a matter of personal 
experience. When the heart is changed 
from bad to good, the issues of life 
are good. The saint becomes aglow 
with the glory of God, and as a “con- 
suming fire,” the indwelling Christ con- 
sumes dross from spirit, soul and body. 


“Now we have received, not the spirit 
of the world, but the spirit which is of 
God; that we might know the things 
that are freely given to us of God. ... 
But the natural man receiveth not the 
things of the Spirit of God: for they 
are foolishness unto him: neither can 
he know them, because they are spirit- 
ually discerned.”—-I Corinthians 2:12, 
14 


Death is the unlocking process, by 
which the spiritual heart withdraws 
from the physical heart. The departed 
one is mourned as dead, and the body 
returns to dust. Life is not inherent 
in the cells, and when the spirit takes 
its flight, the material body disinte- 
grates. 


Now, the words of the Psalmist be- 
come more meaningful: “Create in me 
a clean heart, O God; and renew a 
tight spirit within me.” 


Let thought be given, at this point, 
to the remarkable construction of the 
physical heart. Physiologists know the 
heart beats; they do not know what 
makes it beat. At birth, the heart be- 
gins pumping, and thump, thump, it 
goes through life, and runs down at the 


change called death. It is a wonderful 
dynamo, a marvelous engine. Each 
contraction of the heart lifts four 
ounces of blood; every minute of the 
day it lifts about eighteen pounds of 
blood; in twenty-four hours it lifts 
about twelve tons; in a year, about four 
thousand tons. Material science can- 
not tell what makes the heart beat, 
because the beat is a spiritual opera- 
tion. 


Just there, in the heart-beat, you may 
meet your Lord, in the Holy Spirit. 
Christ in union with the spiritual heart, 
changes heart qualities, generates eter- 
nal life in man and ultimately produces 
a new creature. 


With this understanding, such Scrip- 
tural statements as the following take 
on a new significance: “A new heart 
also will I give you, and a new spirit 
will I put within you.” “And I will 
put my spirit within you, and cause 
you to walk in my statutes.” “Christ 
in you the hope of glory.” “Blessed 
are the pure in heart for they shall see 
God.” “As a man thinketh in his heart, 
so is he.” “For me to live is Christ, 
and to die is gain.” “I must decrease 
that he may increase.” 


By tracing the word heart through 
the Bible, we note that its use seems 
to imply the physical heart occasion- 
ally; other times it refers to the center 
of the emotions, but more often, it 
means the life which survives the dis- 
solution of the physical body. A true, 
wholehearted consecration throws open 
the door of inner consciousness to the 
incoming of Christ. His presence must 
be accepted in faith at first, but the ex- 
perience becomes more and more real 
as the regenerated soul grows in Grace 
to maturity in Christ. 


Mrs. C. H. Morris very beautifully 
tells of this, in her hymn, “Let Jesus 
Come Into Your Heart.” 


If you are tired of the load of your sin, 
Let Jesus come into your heart: 

If you desire a new life'to begin, 
Let Jesus come into your heart. 


If ’tis for purity now that you sigh, 
Let Jesus come into your heart: 
Fountains for cleansing are flowing 
near by, 
Let Jesus come into your heart. 


Just now, your doubtings give o’er, 
Just now, reject Him no more; 

Just now, throw open the door; 
Let Jesus come into your heart. 


There is a place of safety and se- 
curity, where the in-Christed soul may 
dwell. No matter the storms that come, 
the one whose “life is hid with Christ 
in God” enjoys the blessed assurance 
that Romans 8:28 is true.

They have an ordinary entrance to 
their houses, which is winding as a 
precaution against the enemy, but he 
also has a back exit which he can use 
in case of danger—a sort of fire escape.

into bloodshed, revolution and mili- 
tarism, as is the case among the 
countries of Europe. 


Every conceivable effort has been 
made to confuse the issues in the pub- 
lic mind, but by degrees, as if through 
premonition, millions of straight-think- 
ing Americans are coming to see beyond 
the maze of propaganda, so that basic 
factors stand out more and more in 
bold relief.

more submissive to Jewry at the pres- 
ent time, than the United States. 


American Jewry may be expected 
to do everything possible to keep this 
factual analysis, of the world’s major 
question, from becoming public knowl- 
edge. But truth will ultimately sur- 
vive. If a sufficient number of people 
learn facts soon enough, a wave of 
popular enlightenment will sweep our 
Country, and the problem will be solv- 
ed within the framework of the Consti- 
tution.

BEwG cognizant of mistakes made 

by governments in the old world,

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So, for the first time in human his- 
tory, it was decreed that a free people, 
through their elected representatives 
in the Congress, should themselves have 
absolute authority over the Nation’s 
money. Thus, the following Constitu- 
tional provision spoke terror to the 
hearts of internationalists, on both sides 
of the Atlantic: 


“The Congress shall have power, To 
coin money, regulate the value thereof, 
and of foreign coin, and fix the stand- 
ard of weights and measures.” 


But despite this precaution, interna- 
tional Jewry succeeded in extending 
its powers over the economic life of 
the United States. How this was ac- 
complished is a long story of cunning 
and intrigue, including the National 
Banking Law of 1862, the Bill to Re- 
form the Coinage and Mint Laws of 
1873, and the Federal Reserve Act of 
1913. 

The average American takes so little 
interest in matters pertaining to the 
origin and circulation of money that 
he is not aware of the plot, that was 
successfully engineered to circumvent 
this provision of the Constitution. A 
clique of private bankers stole the 
solemn right to create money, from our 
legislators and appropriated it to them- 
selves. 


Paul Warburg, German-Jewish agent 
of international Jewry, was sent over 
from Europe to do the job! 


This man was more responsible than 
any other single individual for the re- 
vision of American monetary affairs, 
early in the present century. Arriving 
on our shores in 1908, with an assign- 
ment from his masters, he became head 
of Kuhn, Loeb & Company, the power- 
ful Jewish financial house of Wall 
Street. 


With the aid of Colonel E. M. House, 
mystery man of the Wilson Adminis- 
tration, Warburg succeeded in persuad- 
ing Congress to grant him authority 
to set up a Fiscal Agency, which finally 
resulted in the so-called Federal Re- 
serve System. Many think of the Fed- 
eral Reserve as being a part of the gov- 
ernment, like for instance, the Post- 
office Department.

HE MOST illuminating document 
yet written on the subject of inter- 
national control, is the book Octopus.

“With more than 14 thousand in- 
dividual case records, perfectly cross- 
indexed and coordinated, the able men 
and women who direct the League are 
in possession of tremendous power. 
There is wide expectation that this 
power will be felt in connection with 
every phase of the forthcoming elec- 
tion.” 


Octopus is not a tirade. It is a fac- 
tual statement, couched in conservative 
language, showing how the Hidden 
Hand operates in the United States, 
promoting subversive doctrines, hold- 
ing sway over financial and banking 
systems, political parties, radio, thea- 
ter, newsstands, moulding the think- 
ing youth by ideas cunningly planted 
in textbooks and the teaching profes- 
sion.

First . . . A direct message to the 
Churches addressed. 


Second . . . A warning and horta- 
tory word intended for all Churches. 


Third ...A message applicable to 
seven Church periods, from the earliest 
apostolic age to the end-time aposta- 


sy.

The Holy Scriptures abound in pas- 
sages which have a double reference. 
Bible students long ago discovered that 
there is a distinct Jaw of double refer- 
ence in many passages referring to 
supernatural and prophetic events. 


For example, chapter twenty-eight of 
Ezekiel, in its expostulation of the 
Prince of Tyre and the overthrow of 
the King of Tyre, indirectly also de- 
scribes the fall of Satan. Similarly 
Isaiah’s prophetic array of Babylon al- 
so contains a denunciation of the “Fall- 
en Day-Star,” “Son of the Morning,” 
Lucifer himself. A reading of the 14th 
chapter of Isaiah’s prophecy makes this 
clear. 

Many Biblical references to the weal 
and woe of Israel also have a twofold 
meaning. First direct reference is made 
to conditions then prevailing, but these 
references also apply to the future 
destiny of the people coming within the 
scope of the prophecy. Such Old 
Testament prophecies first appear like a 
great mountain in the distance. Only 
as their fulfillment approaches can the 
prophetic “foothills” be distinctly dis- 
cerned. Every detail of the vast pano- 
rama stands out in bold relief. : 

If the seven letters addressed to the 
Churches of Asia, important though 
they were, would have been meant 
merely for these Churches in A. D. 96, 
the modern critics’ claim that the early 
Church believed, though erroneously 
so, in the return of Jesus Christ within 
their lifetime, would be established. 

However, this Modernistic theory is 
contradicted by the positive statement 
of Paul in his Epistles to the Thessa- 
lonians. In chapter 2, verses 1-4 of 
second Thessalonians, he refutes views 
which would lead them to believe “that 
the day of Christ is at hand.” He 
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specifically states that certain signs 
must first appear. While the return 
of the Lord will be like the coming of 
“a thief in the night,” unexpected by 
many, the Olivet discourse nevertheless, 
discloses many signs which must be 
fulfilled. Paul told the Thessalonians 
that they were not to be “in darkness, 
that that day should overtake” them 
“as a thief,” because of those very signs. 


The introductory statement of the 
book of Revelation distinctly says: 
“Blessed is he that readeth, and they 
that hear the words of this prophecy, 
and keep those things which are writ- 
ten therein,” and therefore has an uni- 
versal application. The book closes with 
an invitation equally universal: “And 
tne Spirit and the bride say, Come. And 
let him that heareth say, Come. And 
let him that is athirst come. And who- 
soever will, let him take the water of 
life freely.” 


The Apocalyptic letters are like a 
heptagon crystal whose _ sevenfold 
prism penetrates the entire Church dis- 
pensation, until its last beam comes 
to rest on the Church period of the 
end-time. 

Dr. Winrod says: “There are two 
great mountain peaks of prophecy — 
the first and second comings of Christ. 
Between these peaks there is a valley, 
namely the epoch of the Church. The 
seven letters of Revelation, chapters 
2 and 3, divide the period of the Church 
into seven ages. Down through the cen- 
turies there have been spiritual tides, 
trends and transformations that fit 
exactly with the various stages antici- 
pated by our Lord. The parallelism be- 
tween the seven major changes of 
Church history, and the outline of 
events in the seven letters, is unmistak- 
able. Ephesus marked the age of the 
apostles. Smyrna ended in A. D. 316. 
Pergamos ended in A. D._ 500. 
Thyatira ended in A. D. 1500. Sardis 
was the Church of the Reformation. 
Philadelphia marked the high spiritual 
tide, ending in the nineteenth century. 
We are now in the Laodicean age.” 


It is notable that each one of these 
representative Churches of Asia Minor 
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is admonished to renewed zeal, and 
faithful steadfastness. Indeed, the pur- 
pose of that section of Revelation ad- 
dressed to the seven Churches, is 
summed up in the solemn warning 
contained in chapter 22:12: “Behold 
I come quickly and my reward is with 
me, to render to each man according 
as’ his work is.” (RV) 


This admonition therefore, obviously 
includes the Churches which will be on 
the scene of action at the time of the 
Lord’s return. Although the individual 
messages are addressed to the angel or 
messenger of the respective Churches, 
their great importance to every Church 
is emphasized in the statement, “He 
that hath an ear, let him hear what the 
Spirit saith unto the churches.” 

The glorified Christ opens His seven 
missives with the declaration, “I know 
thy works.” The Smyrna Church hears 
Him say: “I know thy .. . tribulation 

.. (but thou art rich),” while the 
Pergamos Church is told: “I know . 
where thou dwellest, even where Satan’s 
seat is.” The Smyrna and Philadelphia 
Churches enjoy Divine commendation 
and encouragement; while Sardis and 
Laodicea are severely reprimanded and 
warned of impending judgment, unless 
they repent. Sardis is told that it has 
merely the name of being alive, but is 
dead. Laodicea, the lukewarm Church, 
is informed of her Lord’s utter dis- 
pleasure; this in spite of her claims to 
riches and self-sufficiency. She is told 
that her condition is wretched and 
miserable, and that in His sight she 
appears “poor, blind, and naked.” 


Who may say that the Laodicean 
conditions do not fit the Churches of 
this age, when faith is being choked 
with empty ceremonies and_ the 
pleasures of life, and the “fruits of 
Christian perfection” are so sadly lack- 
ing. Indeed, the description fits by 
far the largest section of modern Chris- 
tendom and harmonizes with the 
prophe‘‘c characterization given by the 
Apostle. Paul to Timothy, “lovers of 
self, lovers of money, lovers of pleasure 
rather than lovers of God; holding a 
form of Godliness but having denied 
the power thereof.” (RV) This is es- 
pecially true in these grevious times, in 
these days when “mockers shall come 
with mockery, walking after their own 
lusts, and saying, ‘Where is the promise 
of his coming? for, from the day that 
the fathers’ fell asleep, all things con- 
tinue as they were from the beginning 
of the creation’.” (II Peter 3:4. RV)

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It is this latter day Church that the 
Lord most vigorously condemns. He 
is emphatic that His “gold, refined by 
fire,” may replace the impoverished 
spiritual condition, and that “white gar- 
ments” of His own righteousness be 
donned instead of the defiled, inade- 
quate garments of _ self-sufficiency 
which do not cover the nakedness. Spir- 
itual blindness has already come upon 
the Church of the Apostasy. Its vain 
philosophic teachings of a man-made 
better world are useless. Only the Lord's 
own “eye salve” will remedy the im- 
paired spiritual vision. There is danger 
that this Church be “carried away with 
the error of the wicked.” Steadfast- 
ness of faith alone leads to growth “in 
grace, and in the knowledge of our Lord 
and Savior Jesus Christ.” (II Peter 3: 
| ae 


It must be remembered that the 
Apocalyptic letters are addressed pri- 
marily to the ministry, because of the 
responsibility of Ministers for the spir- 
itual condition of their flocks. The 
Minister was charged with failing to 
curb “the woman Jezebel, who called 
herself a prophetess,” but seduced God’s 
people and caused them to become 
idolatrous in worship, and polluted in 
their lives. 


Both Paul and Peter, in _ their 
Epistles, show conclusively that the 
Lord’s warning and rebuke were not 
applicable merely to the seven Churches 
of Asia. One needs only to read the 
First Epistle of Paul to Timothy to 
sense that spiritual corruption had al- 
ready started in the Church at Ephesus 
during the time of Timothy’s minis- 
try. The entire second chapter of II 
Peter was written to warn those who 
had “forsaken the right way, and are 
gone astray, following the way of Ba- 
laam, the son of Bosor, who loved the 
wages of unrighteousness.” The 
Thyatira Church is praised for keep- 
ing free from these “deep things of 
Satan.” 


In recent years a number of writers 
have presumed to impose their own 
interpretations of the Apocalyptic 
writings upon Christian readers. In- 
stead of expounding the practical side 
of the seven letters addressed to the 
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angels of the seven Churches of Asia 
for this dark day, they claim to have 
discovered a method of “unsealing,” 
the book. Thus they hope to escape 
the terrors and judgments contained 
in the Revelation, and to nullify its 
authority and truth. 


Certain occultists assert that the book 
in reality merely contains the secret 
teachings of the Gnostics and Mystics 
of early Christianity. “If the book of 
Revelation would have been written in 
clear, understandable language,” they 
tell us, “it certainly never would have 
found its place in the Christian can- 
non.” We are further told John (Ioan- 
nes), the great seer and initiate, clear- 


| ly foresaw the fate of the Christian 


Church and its loss of the esoteric doc- 
trine which underlies, not only Chris- 
tianity, but also all of the religious 
antiquity .. . this mysterious book 
designed for the undoing of orthodoxy 
. .. gives the esoteric interpretation of 
the Christos-Myth; it tells what Iesous 
Christos really is it “explains 
away” the nature of “the old serpent 
who is the devil and Satan.” 


One familiar with the “Mysteries of 
Babylon” can at once discover this old 
trick of the Devil, not only to deny God, 
but actually introduce the belief that 
the Logos, or Nous, are merely ideas 
which belong in the realm of “arche- 
types.” Modern Humanism asserts, 
man himself is deity and that his true 
self is “a logos, a manifested god,” no 
matter how fallen and degraded. These 
“deep things of Satan” are no less 
prevalent in this end-time age than 
they were in the late Apostolic Age. 


Satan does not change his tried and 
proved methods to deceive those who 
would give ear to him, into believing 
that they, too, can be “like God.” 
Ballingerism, Unity, Christian Science 
and a multitude of other theories, “Man 
Child,” “Psychiana,’ and “I Am” 
cults, are merely a revival of the old 
heresies of the Gnostics and Mystics. 


Modernism, with its constant em- 
phasis upon the fatherhood of God and 
the brotherhood of Man, is another 
version of the same subtle lie; for the 
god of the Modernist is the god of 
the old Gnostics, and not the “Father 
of our Lord Jesus Christ.” Neither is

the Christ of the Bible, the much dis- 
cussed “Jesus, the idealist, zealot, and 
reformer” of Modernism. Such teach- 
ing is a direct affront and insult to 
the Lord Jesus Christ. Modern religion 
and affected piety cannot hide this blas- 
phemy, for such esoteric philosophies 
place the Gospel on a level with Hin- 
duism and other religious perversions 
which had their origin in the “mys- 
teries” of Semiraimis of ancient Baby- 
lon — the mother of all paganism. 


The letter to the Ephesian Church 
contains a commendation for its hatred 
of the works of the Nicolaitans, while 
the Pergamos Church is censured for 
tolerating their teachings. We hear con- 
stant appeals for religious tolerance, 
but the language of our Lord here is 
positively censorious. He hates the 
works of the Nicolaitans. 


The occult teaching regarding the 
book of Revelation does away with the 
need of a Savior by placing man on 
equality with God. Nicolaitanism cor- 
responds to modern religious freelov- 
ism. The Greek roots contained in the 
word Nicolaitans are “people” and 
“rule.” The word nicola also implies 
gluttony and excessive self-indulgence. 


Some scholars have held that Nico- 
laitanism originated with the teachings 
of Nicolas, a proselyte to Judaism, of 
Antioch. The philological meaning of 
this man’s name is “conqueror of the 
people.” He is supposed to be one of 
the seven appointed by the apostles to 
look after the “daily ministrations” to 
the poor. (Acts 6:5) Both Irenaeus 
and Hippolytus, declare that Nicolas

was a heretic, and that he was given to 
immoral teaching. 

It is certain that the reference in 
Revelation 2:6 and 15, is to a sect, 
whose perverted teachings were upheld 
by some professed Christians in Ephe- 
sus and apparently tolerated by the 
Pergamos Church. It has now been 


_ definitely determined that the Nico- 


laitan doctrine was an outgrowth of 
“the doctrine of Balaam, who taught 
Balac to cast a stumblingblock before 
the children of Israel (inducing them), 
to eat things sacrificed unto idols, and 
to commit fornication.” (Rev. 2:14) 
Evidently the Nicolaitans abused Paul’s 
doctrine regarding Gentile liberty from 
the law of Moses. Paul warns against 
such, in I Corinthians 6:13-20; 8:9-10; 
10:8. He also brought accusations 


* against them before the Council of 


Jerusalem. (Acts 15:29) 

These false teachers permitted par- 
ticipation in heathen feasts which were 
always connected with idolatry and 
frequently fornication. The Nicolaitans 
went a step farther in their anti- 
nomianism than did the Corinthian 
Church. They had formed a distinct 
sect with their own doctrine which turn- 
ed “the grace ef God into lascivious- 
ness.’ 

It has further been pointed out that 
the significance of the name (conqueror 
of the people) may be but the Greek 
equivalent of the Hebrew Balaam (de- 
stroyer or lord of the people). If this 
view given by Clement of Alexandria, 
accepted by Tertullian and Ignatius, is 
correct, we have here merely a perpetu- 
ation of the Babylonian Mysteries, re- 
ferred to above... . 


The Lord’s spiritual inventory of the 
Apocalyptic Churches lists on the credit 
side: faithfulness, the victorious life, 
charity, evangelistic fervor, patience, 
and willingness to endure tribulation 
and poverty as well as suffering. On 
the debit side of the ledger, we find the 
presence of false apostles and false 
prophets, backsliding, false doctrines, 
sins of uncleanliness, immorality, 
hypocrisy, spiritual poverty, spiritual 
blindness and nakedness, and worst of 
all, spiritual lukewarmness. ... 


Lastly, we have the sorry spectacle of 
the Church of Laodicea. The Lord was 
ashamed of it, not because of moral 
degeneracy, as was the case with other 
groups, but rather due to its self-satis- 
fied idleness and boasted wealth. It is 
pictured as an ignorant, spiritually- 
impoverished, blind, wretched and nak- 
ed Church. A Church that did not join 
so much in open opposition to the Gos- 
pel, but was lukewarm and indifferent. 
As an institution, it is threatened with 
complete extinction, and yet the patient 
Lord seeks to woo it back with the 
words: “I counsel thee to buy of me 
gold tried in the fire, that thou mayest 
be rich; and white raiment, that thou 
mayest be clothed, and that the shame 
of thy nakedness do not appear; and 
anoint thine eyes with eyesalve, that 
thou mayest see.” 





It is not hard to discern that the 
Church of our day fits this picture 
more than any other period of Church 
history. Many earnest followers of 
the Lord Jesus Christ have come to the 
conclusion that it will take the refining 
fires of persecution to “separate the 
gold from the dross” in our modern 
system. Not even persecution can come 
without God’s permissive will. “As 
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many as I love, I rebuke and chasten: 
be zealous therefore, and repent. Be- 
hold, I stand at the door and knock: 
if any man hear my voice, and open the 
door, I will come in to him, and will 
sup with him, and he with me. To him 
that overcometh will I grant to sit with 
me in my throne, even as I also over- 
came, and am set down with my Father 
in His throne.” 
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Uncle Sam Needs A Doctor 





OVERNOR (Alfalfa Bill) Murray 

scores again! This time, he makes 
an X-ray examination of New Deal 
domestic and foreign policies, coupled 
with a plea for enlightened, mobilized 
public opinion to reverse Roosevelt 
trends toward dictatorship. 


The hard-hitting Oklahoman “pulls 
no punches” in his new, 270-page tome, 
just released by the Meador Publishing 
Company. Nothing more lucid has 
been written, showing the departure of 
the present Administration from things 
basic in the American system. 


But far from being a negative dis- 
cussion, the book offers medicine for 
the sick man— dependable remedies, 
that have restored health at other times 
when Uncle Sam was ailing. 


In these pages, the reader finds the 
wit, wisdom and sound philosophy of 
a sage. Even his enemies recognize 
Governor Murray as a leading student 
of history, ancient and modern, and an 
authority on Constitutional Law. His 
language is plain, even a bit homely, 
but carries with it that peculiar force 
which is born only of the twin virtues 
—sincerity and integrity. Above all, 
the Author shows himself to be intel- 
lectually honest. 


“I may be a little blunt,” he says. 
“T’ve been called that on occasions, and 
a good many other things besides ‘Al- 
falfa Bill,’ but I’ve never known any 
other name for a spade than just 
spade.” 


Some of the Governor’s most power- 
- ful blasts are aimed at the foreign 
policies of the Roosevelt administra- 
tion. He deplores the fact that en- 
gines of propaganda are fanning the 
flames of hate in this Country, which 
will result in our involvement in for- 
eign war, if not checked. 


He writes in his chapter on “Smoke- 
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Screened Objectives,” that the grave 
problem before the American people to- 
day, seems to result from Roosevelt’s 
hankering to “muscle in” on quarrels 
that were old when the United States 
was born—dquarrels we bought our way 
into once before, and thought were 
settled. 


The strategy of the New Deal ap- 
pears to the Author, to be about as fol- 
lows: (1) Smoke-screen the real ob- 
jective with a war hysteria, (2) Char- 
acterize and denounce everybody as a 
Nazi, Fascist, or “Fifth Columnist” 
who actively opposes centralization of 
power at Washington. 


“T have always advocated prepared- 
ness,” he says, “with or without two or 
three wars in Europe. To me it would 
be a crime comparable to treason to 
accept a subordinate place in the com- 
ity of nations. But it cannot be over- 
emphasized that our paramount danger, 
now, is from within, and of more seri- 
ous possibilities than any unfinished 
business with European eruptions.” - 


Further on in this chapter, he writes: 
“Belgium was surrendered, France de- 
stroyed, and the British pushed into 
the sea, when the Belgian monarch re- 
pudiated the faith of his brave and 
illustrious father. Make no mistake. 
It can happen here, with the Washing- 
ton front infested with Communistic 
soft spots, according to the findings 
of the Dies Committee.” 


Because the present crisis is loaded 
with terrible possibilities, free and fair 
debate should be encouraged. He ‘re- 
gards it as un-American to suppress 
the opinion, or seek to smear the char- 
acter, of those who oppose foreign war. 
He recalls an instance when Colonel 
Charles A. Lindbergh was attacked at 
Washington. 


“J deplore the harsh slander and 
abuse hurled at Colonel Lindbergh 
from the floor of the United States 
Senate. Lindbergh had done no more. 
than give his opinion. The Senate 
firebrands may not agree with Colonel 
Lindbergh; that is their right, but they 
can hardly quarrel with Jefferson who 
said: ‘Error is harmless if reason is 
left free to combat it.’ ‘Billingsgate,’ 
slander, or abuse is the argument of 
demagogues and fools.” 


The Governor is of the opinion that 
the New Deal program violates all 
known economic and political health 
laws. That is why Uncle Sam needs 
a doctor—and not one of the voodooist 
or quack variety—but one who knows 
that human beings were not meant to 
be guinea pigs.

From chapter to chapter, he keeps up 
a withering fire against the Roosevel- 
tian doctrine of “eat, drink and be 
merry today, for tomorrow you may 
die.” If the truth were known, Murray 
has probably not forgotten that Frank- 
lin Delano Roosevelt’s personal smear 
campaign, kept him from being elected 
Governor of his State for the second 
time. 


Be that as it may, his diagnosis 
of the Nation’s ills is clear cut, bril- 
liant, logical. He gets down to causes 
and warns that our principal danger 
lies in moral bankruptcy. He shows 
that economic breakdown is always 
preceded by moral collapse, and as yet 
no nation has ever recovered from 
moral insolvency. He wants more 
character, more old-fashioned honesty, 
in high places. 


Any country doctor could tell what’s 
wrong with the Nation, explains the 
sage of Broken Bow. He says Wash- 
ington has too many so-called experts, 
specialists in everything from the gold 
content of the dollar to the love-life 
of a chinch-bug. The reason why they 
are called experts is that “where they’re 
from is somewhere else, and what they 
know isn’t so.” 


“That’s why,” he points out, “we find 
poultry specialists trying to develop 
a hybrid currency, beardless clerks 
writing codes for the regimentation of 
industry, impractical theorists who 
never had to meet a payroll trying 
to rebuild the financial structure by 
executive fiat; and some chiseling agi- 
tator, who couldn’t buy a reconditioned 
flivver on the installment plan, firing 
ultimatums at the men who built the 
automotive industry.” 


The Governor uses the Biblical rec- 
ord of the prophets of Gilgal as an 
analogy to set forth his appraisal of 
certain erroneous policies. From page 
34, we quote the following: “When the 
prophet Elisha went to Gilgal, the sons 
of the prophets gave him a banquet. 
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It was not a $100-a-plate Jackson-Day 
arrangement to prove that everybody 
but themselves were ‘public enemies.’ 
_.. But one of the young prophets 
figured out a way to improve on the 
established order, and went out and 
gathered some wild gourds. 


“He didn’t know what they” were, 
but they looked all right, and when 
the pottage was prepared he threw them 
in the pot as a matter of ‘trial.’ His 
‘error’ wasn’t apparent until after they 
had eaten, and there was little oppor- 
tunity to acknowledge his mistake and 
none at all to reverse his policy. That 
was when they cried to Elisha: ‘There 
is death in the pot.’ 


“And we may be very sure there is 
death in the pot for the American ex- 
periment when precedents, platforms, 
and party doctrines are set at naught 
for the waste and vagaries of pedagogic 
pipe dreams, and the moral fiber of 
the republic is challenged by hypocrisy 
in high places; when doctrine yields to 
delusion, character to showmanship, 
and first principles to poppycock.” 


Says a friendly critic: “As a writer, 
Governor Murray can hardly be com- 
pared to anyone but himself. His rug- 
ged traits of character reveal themselves 
in a style all his own—easy to read, 
easy to follow, and hard to lay down.”

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Making Pictures 


“Preach” 
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se | AM made all things to all men, 
that I might by all means save 
some. And this I do for the Gospel’s 
sake, that I might be partaker thereof 
with you.” (I Corinthians 9:22-23) 


It has been almost seventy years 
since the first experiments were made, 
that led to the invention of the Motion 
Picture. . 


According to an authority who has 
written extensively on the subject of 
discoveries and inventions, the initial 
step towards photography of motion, 
or moving pictures, was taken in 1872. 
During that year, an American by 
the name of Muybridge, living in Cali- 
fornia, obtained 24 successive photo- 
graphs of a trotting horse. 


He accomplished this feat by using 
24 cameras in a line opposite a white 
screen. Stretched between each camera 
and the screen was a thread, and as 
the horse passed, it tightened and broke 
the thread, thus operating the shutter 
of the corresponding camera. 


Ten years later, a French inventor 
improved upon the idea, and brought 
out his famous “pistol camera.” Photo- 
graphic impressions were made upon a 
circular glass plate, coated with sensi- 
tive emulsion. 


Little advance in the reproduction 
of motion was possible, says the au- 
thority quoted above, until improve- 
ments in the manufacture of celluloid 
provided a long, thin strip of sensitiz- 
ed material upon which a succession of 
many pictures could be obtained. When 
success in this field was realized, one 
of the earliest figures in public life to 
take advantage of it was the great 
American inventor, Thomas A. Edi- 
son. 


However, subsequent development of 
moving pictures, as we know them to- 
day, is mainly due to the efforts of 
R. W. Paul, a maker of scientific in- 
struments in London. He conceived 
the idea of projecting the pictures on 
a screen, by means of a lantern. 


One night in the year 1895, the at- 
tention of London police was called 
to loud cries emanating from a build- 
ing in Hatton Garden. Instead of dis- 
covering a tragedy, they found a dem- 
onstration in progress which attended 
the first successful effort to show pic- 
tures that moved on the screen. The 
performance was repeated for their 
benefit and these officers were among 
the first persons, other than Mr. Paul 





and his helpers, to become acquaint- 
ed with the new invention. 


It was only a short time until the 
“story picture” was born. The pro- 
duction of films for entertainment, be- 
came an enormous industry in compar- 
atively few years. Unscrupulous men 
of alien background were able to ob- 
tain a monopoly. No wonder a modern 
writer refers to Hollywood, the capital 
of the celluloid empire, as a modern 
Tower of Babel, because the invention 
of the motion picture has been allowed 
to degenerate into an instrument for 
the promotion of crime and immoral- 
ity. 

The industry, as a whole, stands 
today indicted by decent citizens who 
denounce the movie for what it is: 
A feeder of lust, perverter of morals, 
tool of greed, school of crime, thief 
of virtue, betrayer of innocence, and an 
instrument of vice in the hands of 
international capitalists. 


* * * * 


TT IS estimated that 85 per cent of 

all knowledge comes through the eye- 
gate. The eye responds to mental 
stimuli more quickly than the ear. 
For this reason, the motion picture in- 
vention is coming to be used to an 
advantage, although on a smaller scale, 
in the field of scientific research and 
for educational purposes. 


An example of this is to be noted 
in the picture, “Book of Books” — 
an interesting film portrayal, about 15 
minutes in length, depicting the origin 
and manufacturing processes of our 
Bible. The accompanying photograph 
illustrates a few scenes from the pic- 
ture, a polished and dignified sound 
production, released by the National 
Bible Press of Philadelphia. 


But it remained for Mr. C. O. Bap- 
tista, a Christian layman of Chicago, 
to seize upon this modern invention as 
an effective means of visualizing the 
Scriptures . . . and for “preaching” the 
Gospel. 


Mr. Baptista is a pioneer, engaged at 
the task of blazing a new trail in this 
field of endeavor.

(WILLKIE CHECKS OUT) 


R. WILLKIE, by prearrangement, 

was in the Town Hall radio audi- 
ence in New York when the debate 
on war bill 1776, between Dr. Frank 
Kingdon, head of the New York chap- 
ter of interventionists, and Norman 
Thomas, the socialist, was broadcast. 
Mr. Thomas opposed the bill and Am- 
erican participation in the war. He 
did so with arguments which Republi- 
cans have made and could endorse. 


At the moment, which had previously 
been agreed upon, Mr. Willkie was ob- 
served to be in the audience, and was 
asked to comment. He did so with a 
complete endorsement of Mr. Roose- 
velt’s war policy, his bill, and the ab- 
solute powers it would grant. This is 
not the position of the Republican 
party, which is for neither war nor dic- 
tatorship. 


Mr. Willkie entered the Republican 
party as a mysterious stranger, sud- 
denly and to the astonishment of thou- 
sands of the party members who didn’t 
recall the face or the name. He may 
now take his leave, quite as suddenly, 
still a stranger to the party’s principles, 
altho no longer mysterious. Republi- 
cans who wondered how he got in will 
feel relieved when he gets out. 


It was hard to believe that the Re- 
publican convention had been swept 
. off its feet and had nominated a man 
who should have been running on the 
other ticket. 


It is now apparent that the proper 
place for the Republican nominee, was 
the one the Democratic convention 
didn’t want to give Henry Wallace— 
but very well could have given to 
Wendell Willkie. Millions of Republi- 
cans now see that they were duped and 
were, in effect, voting the Democratic 
ticket. 


That can be seen now, and if Mr. 
Willkie has not already picked up his 
hat, it should be handed to him. He 
should no longer be consulted in the 
national party organization, should 
have no place in its councils, and 
should neither give nor be asked ad- 
vice. He was a Republican by name 
for less than a year, and that period 
was much too long. 
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The party will take leave of its late 
standard bearer, with the hope that it 
will never again see him or he it.

(THE REAL WILLKIE) 


CORES of letters were received at 

the Wichita Headquarters, during 
the last national election campaign, 
asking why The Defender was main- 
taining an attitude of silence regarding 
both Roosevelt and Willkie. 


Because of Roosevelt’s red record, 
many well meaning people felt obli- 
gated to support the Republican nomi- 
nee. At no time was the Defender 
Editorial Department satisfied that a 
change of White House occupants 
would benefit the Nation—for the rea- 
son that the “internationalists” domi- 
nated both camps.

Let Christians and patriots take note 
of the following facts: 


(1) Russell Davenport, editor of For- 
tune, managed Willkie’s campaign, 
wrote his speeches, mapped Republican 
strategy, and otherwise gave direction 
to the campaign. 


Under Davenport’s management, 
Fortune magazine has for years printed 
B’nai Brith propaganda. As far back 
as February, 1936, it devoted sixteen 
full pages to Commuunistic, pro- Jewish 
material (much of which was saturated 
with falsehood), and attacks upon sev- 
eral Christian leaders, including the 
Editor of The Defender. This article, 
inspired by Jews, was later published 
as a volume, extracts of which became 
the text of a typical B’nai Brrith 
pamphlet. Is further evidence needed 
to show to whom Mr. Davenport might 
be obligated? 


(2) Russell Davenport edits Fortune. 
Henry Luce publishes Time, Life, and 
Fortune. 


Said United States Senator Holt in 
a recent speech: “It is stated that Luce 
started his magazine program after he 
had secured a loan from Lamont, of 
Morgan & Company, and others. He 
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says we should go further 
He helped to pay for the ‘Stop Hitler’ 
Perhaps that will ex- 
plain why Life magazine tries to show 
the country that we are in danger of 
invasion. Week before last, Life had 
the Germans over here already.” 


(3) “Even the B’nai B’rith-Fortune 
‘Research,’ aiming to whitewash Jewry, 
thought it necessary to explain origin- 
ally: ‘. . . The Jewish members of the 
Communist Party are very commonly 
the intellectual, and hence the articu- 
late, members of that party. The sec- 
ond-generation Jewish intellectual with 
his background of Talmudic dialectic, 
is mentally predisposed to Marxism, 
to a degree which he himself rarely 
appreciates. And Marxism with its 
internationalism and anti-nationalism 
is eminently fitted to the emotional 
needs of a people without a father- 
land.’ ” 


The above quotation was taken from 
page 69 of the book, “Octopus.” 


(4) Russell Davenport’s wife is a 
Jewess—the daughter of the late Alma 
Gluck, opera singer. 


(5) On January 18th., Arthur Sears 
Henning, Washington columnist, wrote: 
“The biggest cog in this Roosevelt 
propaganda machine is Wendell Willkie, 
Republican candidate for President last 
November, and by that token titular 
head of the Republican party. The 
very fact that he was Mr. Roosevelt’s 
opponent in the election, makes his 
support of the war dictatorship bill one 
of the most potent influences the Presi- 
dent has been able to invoke to obtain 
public support of the measure. 


“Willkie is about to go to England. 
While in London, he is to participate 
in a joint broadcast with Harry Hop- 
kins, the manager of Mr. Roosevelt's 
third term nomination at the Chicago 
convention, who is now the President’s 
special emissary to Britain.” 


(6) William Allen White, hybrid Re- 
publican, and front for Jewry, was 
among the first to praise Willkie for 
coming to Roosevelt’s support. Said 
White: 


“Mr. Willkie is not the leader of Con- 
gress, but he is the leader of 20-million 
Republicans and both the President 
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and the Congressional leaders must 
reckon with Willkie. He has taken a 
position to which he can summon his 
party. 

“Mr. Willkie’s trip to England will 
dramatize the question before Congress 
as nothing else can do it. He is greatly 
serving his country by this action. He 
is making it plain that the only way 
to keep out of war is for us to help 
Great Britain win it.”

(7) White’s attitude toward every- 
thing precious to the hearts of God- 
fearing, Bible-believing people, was re- 
flected by the statement from his pen, 
appearing in the September 21, 1938 
edition of the New Republic: 


“When anyone for any reason was 
forming any sort of society looking 
toward a cultural alliance with Rus- 
sia, I joined.” 


Thus, the John Hamiltons, William 
Allen Whites and Wendell Willkies . 
have sold the Republican Party down 
the river!

AID Senator Wheeler in a radio 

broadcast: “The lend-lease-give pro- 
gram, is the New Deal’s Triple A for- 
eign policy—plow under every fourth 
American boy.”

(THE NEWSSTAND (triplets ... 

Time, Life, and Fortune, move in 
the orbit of Jewish journalistic ‘“con- 
trol.” They may be expected, at all 
times, to use the smear brush on per- 
sons in public life who stand for Chris- 
tian principles and patriotic national- 
ism. Time also sponsors a motion 
picture creation, called “The March of 
Time.” 


On January 17, 1941, United States 
Senator Burton K. Wheeler, was shown 
a preview of the Magazine’s film “Uncle 
Sam, the Nonbelligerent,” which was 
then ready to be released to the thea- 
ters of the Nation. After seeing the pic- 
ture, Mr. Wheeler felt duty bound to 
communicate with the editors as fol- 
lows: 


“I am wiring you to insist that my 
picture and my utterances be deleted 
from the March of Time film about 
to be released. 


“I do so for the following. reasons: 
First, it was my understanding that 
my remarks were to be used equally 
with those of the President’s or those 
representing the opposite view, and not 
just one sentence that you might se- 
lect. Second, I do not want my name 
to in any way appear in.a warmon- 
gering picture, which has for its pur- 
pose the arousing of the sympathies 
and the passions of American boys to 
be ploughed under European soil. Third, 
the picture is deceptive in that it does 
not equally portray the arguments for, 
and against, war. 


“This issue of the March of Time 
may make some of your mongering 
friends lyrical when they see it, but it 
is a thinly disguised effort to distort 
current events. It is so obviously war 
propaganda that I doubt whether even 
you will advance the hypocritical plea 
of impartiality. Delete my picture and 
statements.”

NE HUNDRED 

years ago, the twelfth day of this 
month, Abraham Lincoln was born in 
a rude log cabin, near Hodgenville, 
Kentucky. 


Fifty-six years later, the evening of 
April 14, 1865, he met death at the 
hands of an assassin. 


As sixteenth President of the United 
States, he faced every crisis in national 
affairs, with poise and courage. Neither 
criticism nor praise affected him ad- 
versely. Edwin M. Stanton, Secretary 
of War, in Lincoln’s Cabinet, paid him 
a lasting tribute in the words: “Now he 
belongs to the ages.” 


His reliance upon God and. faith in 
the Word of God; his great humanitar- 
ianism and broad-minded ability to see 
things through the eyes of others; his 
speeches, anecdotes and witticisms; his 
humble birth and gradual climb to the 
apex of American statesmanship; his 
sterling character and absolute hon- 
esty; his love of Country and devotion 
to everything Christian—these and 
other virtues, have caused him to be 
regarded as the one man of history, 
who more nearly than others, embodies 
the highest ideals of the Nation. “He 
belongs to the ages,” said Stanton. 


Lincoln's First Public Speech, Delivered 
March 9, 1832.... 


PON THE subject of education, not 

presuming to dictate any plan or 
system respecting it, I can only say 
that I view it as the most important 
subject which we, as a people, can be 
engaged in. That every man may re- 
ceive at least a moderate education, 
and thereby be enabled to read the 
histories of his own and other coun- 
tries, by which he may duly appreciate 
the value of our free institutions, ap- 
pears to be an object of vital import- 
ance, even on this account alone, to 
say nothing of the advantages and sat- 
isfaction to be derived from all being 
able to read the Scriptures and other 
works, both of a religious and moral 
nature, for themselves. 


For my part, I desire to see the time 
when education—and by its means mo- 
rality, sobriety, enterprise, and indus- 








and _ thirty-two \ try—shall become much move general 


than at present; and should be grati- 
fied to have it in my power to con- 
tribute something to the advancement 
of any measure which might have a 
tendency to accelerate that happy pe- 
riod. 


With regard to existing laws, some 
alterations are thought to be necessary. 
Many respectable men have suggested 
that our estray laws—the law respect- 
ing the issuing of executions, the road 
law, and some others—are deficient in 
their present form, and require altera- 
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tions. But considering the great prob- 
ability that the framers of those laws 
were wiser than myself, I should pre- 
fer not meddling with them, unless 
they were first attacked by others, in 
which case I should feel it both, a 
privilege and a duty to take that stand 
which, in my view, might tend to the 
advancement of justice. 


But, fellow-citizens, I shall conclude. 
Considering the great degree of modesty 
which should always attend youth, it 
is probable I have already been more 
presuming than becomes me. However, 
upon the subjects of which I have 
treated, I have spoken as I have 
thought. I may be wrong in regard to 
any or all of them; but, holding it a 
sound maxim that it is better only to 
be sometimes right than at all times 
wrong, so soon as I discover my opin- 
ions to be erroneous I shall be ready 
to renounce them. 


Every man is said to have his pe- 
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culiar ambition. Whether it be true 
or not, I can say, for one, that I have 
no other so great as that of being 
truly esteemed of my fellow-men by 
rendering myself worthy of their es- 
teem. How far I shall succeed in 
gratifying this ambition is yet to be 
developed. I am young and unknown 
to many of you; I was born and have 
ever remained in the most humble 
walks of life. I have no wealthy or 
popular relations or friends to recom- 
mend me. My case is thrown ex- 
clusively upon the independent voters 
of the country, and if elected, they will 
have conferred a favour upon me for 
which I shall be unremitting in my 
labours to compensate. But if the good 
people in their wisdom shall see fit to 
keep me in the background, I have 
been too familiar with disappointments 
to be very much chagrined. 


IHE FOLLOWING four anecdotes were 

related by Frank B. Carpenter, an 
artist, who for many weeks had access 
to Mr. Lincoln’s private office and saw 
much of him, especially at times when 
the President would be posing for pic- 
tures.... 


PARDON FOR A BROTHER 


A distinguished citizen of Ohio had 
an appointment with the President 
one evening at six o’clock. As he en- 
tered the vestibule of the White House, 
his attention was attracted by a poorly- 
clad young woman who was violently 
sobbing. He asked her the cause of 
her distress. She said she had been or- 
dered away by the servants after vain- 
ly waiting many hours to see the 
President about her only brother, who 
had been condemned to death. 


Her story was this: She and her 
brother were foreigners, and orphans. 
They. had been in this country several 
years. Her brother enlisted in the 
army, but, through bad influences, was 
induced to desert. He was captured, 
tried and sentenced to be shot—the old 
story. The poor girl had obtained 
the signatures of some persons who had

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formerly known him, to a petition for 
a pardon, and alone had come to 
Washington to lay the case before the 
President. Thronged as the waiting- 
rooms always were, she had passed the 
long hours of two days trying in vain 
to get an audience, and had at length 
been ordered away. 


The gentleman’s feelings were touch- 
ed. He said to her that he had come 
to see the President, but did not know 
as he should succeed. He told her, 
however, to follow him upstairs, and he 
would see what could be done for her. 
Just before reaching the door, Mr. Lin- 
coln came out, and meeting his friend 
said good-humouredly, “Are you not 
ahead of time?” The gentleman show- 
ed him his watch, with the hand upon 
the hour of six. “Well,” returned Mr. 
Lincoln, “I have been so busy today 
that I have not had time to get a lunch. 
Go in, and sit down; I will be back 
directly.” 


The gentleman made the young 
women accompany him into the office, 
and, when they were seated, said to 
her, “Now, my good girl, I want you 
to muster all the courage you have in 
the world. When the President comes 
back, he will sit down in that arm- 
chair. I shall get up to speak to him, 
and as I do so you must force your- 
self between us, and insist upon the 
examination of your papers, telling 
him it is a case of life and death, and 
admits of no delay.” 


These instructions were carried out 
to the letter. Mr. Lincoln was at first 
somewhat surprised at the apparent 
forwardness of the young woman, but 
observing her distressed appearance, 
he ceased conversation with his friend, 
and commenced an examination of the 
document she had placed in his hands. 


“My poor girl,” said he, “you have 
come here with no governor, or senator, 
or member of Congress, to plead your 
cause. You seem honest and truth- 
ful; and you don’t wear hoops—and 
I will be whipped but I will pardon, 
your brother.” 


JOY IN GIVING A PARDON 


One night Schuyler Colfax left all 
other business to ask him to respite 
the son of a constituent, who was sent- 
enced to be shot, at Davenport, for 
desertion. He heard the story with his 
usual patience, though he was wearied 
out with incessant calls, and anxious 
for rest, and then replied: 


“Some of our generals complain that 
I impair discipline and subordination 
in the army by my pardons and res- 
pites, but it makes me rested, after 
a hard day’s work, if I can find some 
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good excuse for saving a man’s life, 
and I go to bed happy as I think how 
joyous the signing of my name will 
make him and his family and his 
friends.” 





And with a happy smile beaming 
over that care-furrowed face, he signed 
that name that saved that life. 


HANDLING CRITICISM 


The President was once speaking 
about an attack made on him by the 
Committee on the Conduct of the War 
for a certain alleged blunder, or some- 
thing worse, in the Southwest—the mat- 
ter involved being one which had fallen 
directly under the observation of the 
officer to whom he was talking, who 
possessed official evidence completely 
upsetting all the conclusions of the 
Committee. 


“Might it not be well for me,” quer- 
icd the officer, “to set this matter right 
in a letter to some paper, stating the 
facts as they actually transpired?” 


“Oh, no,” replied the President, “at 
least, not now. If I were to try to 
read, much less answer, all the attacks 
made on me, this shop might as well be 
clesed for any other business. I do 
the very best I know how—the very 
best I can; and I mean to keep doing 
so until the end. If the end brings 
me out all right, what is said against 
me won’t amount to anything. If the 
end brings me out wrong, ten angels 
swearing I was right would make no 
difference.” 


ON A CURB STONE 


The evening before I left Washing- 
ton an incident occurred, illustrating 
very perfectly the character of the man. 
For two days my large painting had 
been on exhibition, upon its completion, 
in the East Room, which had been 
thronged with visitors. Late in the 
afternoon of the second day, the “black- 
horse cavalry” escort drew up as usual 
in front of the portico, preparatory 
to the President’s leaving for the 
‘Soldiers’ Home,” where he spent the 
midsummer nights. 


While the carriage was waiting, I 
looked around for him, wishing to say 
a farewell word, knowing that I should 
have no other opportunity. Presently 
I saw him standing halfway between 
the portico and the gateway leading 
to the War Department, leaning against 
the iron fence—one arm thrown over 
the railing, and one foot on the stone 
coping which supports it, evidently 
having been intercepted, on his way 
in from the War Department, by a 
plain-looking man, who was giving 
him, very diffidently, an account of a 
difficulty which he had been unable 
to have rectified. 
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When he had finished; Mr. Lincoln 
said to him, “Have you a blank card?” 
The man searched his pockets, but 
finding none, a gentleman standing 
near, who had overheard the question, 
came forward, and said, “Here is one, 
Mr. President.” Several persons had, 
in the meantime, gathered around. 








Taking the card and a pencil, Mr. 
Lincoln sat down upon the stone cop- 
ing, which is not more than five or six 
inches above the pavement, presenting 
almost the appearance of sitting upon 
the pavement itself, and wrote an order 
upon the card to the proper official 
to “examine this man’s case.” 


To me it was not only a touching 
picture of the native goodness of the 
man, but of innate nobility of char- 
acter, exemplified not so much by a 
disregard of conventionalities, as in 
unconsciousness that there could be 
any breach of etiquette, or dignity, in 
the manner of an honest attempt to 
serve, or secure justice to a citizen 
of the Republic, however humble he 
may be.

é¢XJTOW the earth had become waste 

and wild.” ... “The earth break- 
eth, the earth crasheth, the earth tot- 
tereth; the earth staggereth—staggereth 
like a drunken man, and rocketh to and 
fro like a nighthut.” (Gen. 1:2 and 
Isa. 24:19,20—Rotherham’s Version). 


A prodigal son of a Christian fam- 
ily often likens himself to a “black- 
sheep.” By this classification he con- 
fesses the tarnishing effects of sin and 
admits wandering from the path of 
righteousness and sobriety. He is not 
a Christian like the other members of 
his family, but is a “black sheep” 
among his brothers and sisters. 


Our planet—the Earth, is the “Black 
Sheep” of our Universe. There are 
numerous universes with solar systems. 
Symbolically, we may call them the 
“white sheep” of God’s great flock. Our 
little Earth, in its original form, be- 
came the site of sin, and as a result is 
now the “Black Sheep” of the Uni- 
verse. 


Lucifer, the Anointed Cherub, and 
the Perfect Beauty, while reigning over 
his angelic subjects on the original 
Earth of Genesis 1:1, became puffed 
up with sinful pride and _ rebelled 
against God, his Creator, in the Heaven 
of heavens. Lucifer was cast out of 
the Heaven of heavens. Then judg- 
ment fell upon the Earth, thereby 





knocking it 23%4 degrees out of the 
proper orbit, rendering it chaotic. Thus 
the Earth became the celestial “Black 
Sheep.” 


There is sufficient Scriptural, geolog- 
ical, geographical, and astronomical 
evidence, that the Earth has suffered 
terrific punishment. 


“<[N THE beginning God created the 

heaven and the EARTH.” (Gen. 
1:1) Scripture is not silent as to the 
reason why the Creator brought forth 
His perfect Earth. Creation is an ex- 
pression essential for the manifestation 
of God’s love. Here lies the whole 
reason for Creation. 


In this vast Universe of universes, 
there were intelligent beings of such 
significance as to be called “the sons 
of God.” The Qld Testament uses 
the term, “sons of God,” as referring 
to angels. 


What do we know about angels? 
Scripture teaches that they were the 
highest order of Creation—next to re- 
deemed man. They were immortal, 
marvelously intelligent, immaculately 
pure, exceedingly beautiful, and re- 
markably powerful. These creatures 
were brought into existence before the 
Creation of the Earth, __ 

In the thirty-eighth chapter of Job we 
are given a glimpse of their glory. God 























Our Earth revolves at an angle of 23% degrees off center. Its axis 
was perpendicular when originally created (Gen. 1:1).

reviewed for Job’s benefit an account 
of the construction of the Earth, His 
masterpiece of Creation! The most sig- 
nificant fact in this connection, is the 
express statement that when the ma- 
jestic work was finished, “the morning 
stars sang together, and all the sons 
of God shouted for joy.” This is not 
a poetic figure of speech, nor a vain 
imagination. Recent scientific discov- 
eries declare that “light is vocal.” There 
is truth in that expression, “Thou 
makest the outgoings of the morning 
and evening to rejoice.” (Psalm 65:8) 


These sublime “sons of God” did not 
shout over a chaotic mass such as 
evolutionists would have us think ori- 
ginally constituted the Earth. It was 
a beautiful Earth that called forth this 
celestial oratorio. There was a special 
reason why these sovereign creatures 
should be interested in this New Crea- 
tion, called Earth. It was to be the 
sphere of their dominion, as well as 
a tragic scene of disaster. 


Among the sublime “sons of God” 
who sang the Creator’s praise in that 
prehistoric day was Lucifer — “son 
of the morning.” Ezekiel tells about 
that golden period of the Earth before 
it met disaster. In the twenty-eighth 
chapter we read, “Thou hast been in 
Eden the garden of God; . . . Thou art 
the anointed cherub that covereth; and 
I have set thee so: thou wast upon the 
holy mountain of God; thou hast walk- 


stones of fire. Thou wast perfect in 
thy ways from the day that thou wast 
created, till iniquity was found in 
thee.” 


While these words were spoken in 
the name of the king of Tyre, they 
were intended, without doubt, for Lu- 
cifer, who became Satan and dominat- 
ed the king of Tyre. Like many other 
passages in the Bible, this one has 
The king of 
Tyre had never been in Eden. Satan 
was “in Eden the garden of God;” he i 
was there as Lucifer, the Anointed 
Cherub, the one in authority, and that 
by divine appointment, as indicated by 
the words, “I have set thee so.” 


The Anointed Cherub who was creat- 
ed perfect, full of wisdom, and perfect 
in beauty, seems to have been the lead- 
er of the angelic choirs; hence the ref- 
erence to “pipes” and “tabrets,” a kind 
of heavenly pipe organ embodied ™ 
him. He was somewhat like the cup-4 
bearer to a King, or Prime Minister; 
pledged to maintain and uphold God’ 
integrity and government of the Uni 
verse. With the primeval Earth for 
his headquarters, surrounded by mafy’ 
ranks of angels subject to his dominios, 
Lucifer occupied a position second om- 
ly to the Triune God. 


A beautiful Earth had been created 
for Lucifer, the Anointed Cherub. ac 
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PAE ERECTED 


Original Eden — “the garden of God” 
— was rich in minerals rather than in 
fruit and vegetation. The prominent 
feature was the “covering,” the pa- 
vilion or palace of Lucifer. This is 
described as being of gold and of many 
very precious stones. 


Adam and Eve were in a Garden of 
Eden, but not this one. This Eden 
was covered with precious stones, of 
great variety and ppriceless value, 
whereas the one of Adam’s time was 
covered with grass, flowers, and vege- 
tation . . . one a mineral, the other a 
vegetable covering. The first, before 
the Chaotic Earth; the second, since 
the Earth was _ reconstructed, with 
countless ages intervening. 


There is no reason for us to imagine 
that this glorious habitation which had 
been prepared for the angels, was any- 
thing like the Earth as we know it. 
Angels are not subject to the limita- 
tions of human life, and they were well 
constituted, as the passage suggests, so 
they could walk “up and down in 
the midst of the stones of fire.” We 
have no reason to question that crea- 
tures so immaculately pure, might be 
permitted to dwell with God in His 
light. 

The testimony to a pre-Adamic race 
is corroborated in the instructions of 
God to Adam, “Be fruitful, and multi- 
ply, and replenish the earth.” These 
are the identical words spoken to Noah 
after the Deluge (Gen. 9:1); and if 
Noah’s posterity was to replace the 
antediluvians, then Adam’s posterity 
was to replace a prehistoric angelic 
race. 


The teaching is plain that God creat- 
ed Lucifer the fairest and wisest of 
all His creatures and placed him in an 
Eden, or garden of delight, which was 
far superior to the Garden of Adam’s 
day, since its first ruler was perfect 
in all his ways when he entered it. 


“JN THE beginning God created the 
heaven and earth” (Gen. 1:1), and 
Lucifer (Col. 1:16; Ezek. 28:14), the 
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Anointed Cherub that covereth. Heav- 
en, Earth, and Lucifer were perfect 
“till iniquity was found” in Lucifer 
(Ezek. 28:15). One Earth was not 
enough for Lucifer; he wanted to be 
above all and be like God. This is 
what he said in his heart: 


(1) “TI will ascend (from the earth) 
into heaven. 


(2) “I will exalt my throne above 
the stars of God: 


(3) “TI will sit also upon the mount 
of the congregation, in the sides of 
the north: 


(4) “TI will ascend above the heights 
of the clouds; 


(5) “I will be like the most High.” 
(Isa. 14:13,14) 


Since God is a jealous God and will 
have no other gods before Him (Ex. 
20:3-5), it was only natural that He 
would punish the Rebel. What God 
did to Lucifer is clearly revealed in 
the Word: “How art thou fallen from 
heaven, O Lucifer, son of the morning! 
how art thou cut down to the ground.” 
(Isa. 14:12) The Christ, in His pre- 
existent state, witnessed this dramatic 
scene, and later said to the Seventy: 
“T beheld Satan as lightning fall from 
heaven.” (Luke 10:18) 


This tragic event is recorded also 
in Ezekiel 28: “I will cast thee as pro- 
fane out of the mountain of God... 
from the midst of the stones of fire . . . 
I will cast thee to the ground.” Job 
said: “Which shaketh the earth out 
of her place.” (Job. 9:6) GEOLOGISTS 
AND ASTRONOMERS AGREE 
THAT THE EARTH IS 23% DE- 
GREES OUT CF ITS ORBIT. “Be- 
hold, the Lord maketh the earth empty, 
and maketh it waste, and turneth it 
upside down, and scattereth abroad 
the (angelic) inhabitants thereof” (Isa. 
24:1), “and delivered them into chains 
of darkness, to be reserved unto judg- 
ment.” (II Pet. 2:4) 


(THE FIRST step in the punishment 

of Lucifer and his angels was the 
ruination of their beautiful home—the 
original Earth. 


The second verse of Genesis One 
reads: “And the Earth was without 
form, and void.” It is quite evident 
that this rendering is misleading. Some 
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expositors conclude from this that the 
Earth was, at first, a soft, formless, 
uninhabited mass, and that it remain- 
ed in this condition for an indefinite 
period and then passed through differ- 
ent stages of formation. 


The Earth was perfectly formed at 
the beginning, and it was Lucifer’s 
principality. Then, through God’s 
judgment upon Lucifer and his angels, 
it became without form and void, and 
Moses relates how God recreated or 
reconstructed it in six days. 


The use of this interesting phrase 
“without form, and void” by Jeremiah, 
further substantiates the record of a 
ruined Earth which was once perfect 
and beautiful. In Jeremiah 4:23 we 
read: “I beheld the earth, and, lo, it 
was without form, and void; and the 
heavens, and they had no light.” Here 
is a description of the Earth after it 
became empty waste “at the presence 
of the Lord, and by His fierce anger.” 


Peter, in speaking of the destruction 
of the world by the flood, and the 
subsequent overthrow of the cities of 
Sodom and Gomorrah by fire, is first 
careful to indicate the overthrow of 
the angels as Earth’s first catastrophe 
(II Pet. 2:4). 


Dr. C. I. Scofield, Editor of the Sco- 
field Reference Bible, comments: “Jere- 
miah 4:23-26; Isaiah 24:1 and 45:18, 
clearly indicate that the Earth has 
undergone a cataclysmic change as the 
result of Divine judgment. The face 
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of the Earth bears everywhere the 
marks of such a catastrophe.” 


Professor Newton Wray of Taylor 
University said: “In my study of the 
Hebrew in Genesis 1:1-3, I saw what 
has been overlooked or disbelieved by 
most Bible scholars, that there were 
two material creations. The first crea- 
tion was a perfect one, but something 
happened which turned it into a ruin, 
necessitating a second, or as it might 
be termed, a reconstruction or restora- 
tion, to make the Earth fit for the habi- 
tation of man.” 


The late Dr. I. M. Haldeman, while 
Pastor of the First Baptist Church, 
New York City, commented on Genesis 
1:1,2 as follows: “Between the original 
Earth and the Earth of chaos there is 
a great gulf. This gulf lies between 
the first and second verses; in this gulf 
took place all the convulsions whose 
marks and scars are still seen upon 
the Earth in shifted crust, tilted rock, 
trace of fire and tidal wave. When 
this cataclysm took place is not stated. 
How great a lapse extends from the 
‘beginning’ to the moment when the 
disaster fell, is not known. How long 
a time after the Earth fell irito a state 
of ruin, till that ruin is set before us 
in the second verse, is not recorded. 
Between the first and second verses 
there is room for all the countless 
ages geologists may desire; and between 
the hour of the great ruin and that 
beginning when God created the Earth 
at first, there is room for other mil- 
lions—as many as imagination may 
wish to supply. The Word of God 
gives no hint of the distance between 
the verses, nor of that point when the 
Earth began.” 


At THE proper time, God began to 

bring order out of chaos. He re- 
stored His ruined Creation so that the 
Earth which now is, and the heavens 
above, came forth. 


The “Spirit of God moved upon the 
face of the waters.” The word “mov- 
ed” is more literally “brooded,” and it 
has in it the thought of continued 
brooding, as a fowl does, when hatch- 
ing eggs. In Deuteronomy 32:11, the 
same word is rendered “fluttereth.” 
“As an eagle stirreth up her nest, flut- 
tereth over her young, spreadeth abroad 
her wings.” In Jeremiah 23:9, the word 
is rendered “shake:” “all my bones 
shake.” 


What was the Spirit doing? Just as

After God finished this work of re- 
construction, He said to Adam and 
Eve: “Be fruitful, and multiply, and 
replenish the earth.” (Gen. 1:28) The 
word “replenish” means to “REFILL.” 
As the Earth had been inhabited by 
angelic beings, who sinned and became 
dispossessed, God now purposes to re- 
fill the Earth, but with human beings, 
made in His own image. In Genesis 


| 9:1, after the destruction of the face 
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When God reconstructed the Chaotic Earth, He formed the land in one 


place with water around it. 


In the days of Peleg (Gen. 10:25), the Earth was 


“divided” into hemispheres and continents. The geographical contours of the 


continental coasts prove that at one time, all land was together. 


By taking 


a map of the Earth and cutting away the Atlantic Ocean from the South Pole 
to the Norh Pole, it is possible to fit the hemispheres together like a jig-saw 


puzzle. 
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of the Earth by the flood, when only 
eight people survived, we find the same 
language: “Be fruitful, and multiply, 
and replenish the earth.” 


“The Lord God planted a garden 
eastward in Eden.” (Gen. 2:8) Here He 
placed the man whom He had formed, 
in a happy, holy estate. Man had 
direct communion and fellowship with 
His Creator and enjoyed that which 
God provided so bounteously. He was 
made a free moral agent and knew no 
evil, until he was tempted, sinned and 
fell. 


But how about Lucifer, the deposed 
one? Here was his former estate re- 
habilitated, and given to another. He 
was not slow in showing jealousy and 
determination to regain dominion, if 
possible. The third chapter of Genesis 
relates his subtlety and success in per- 
suading the first man and woman to 
transfer allegiance from God to him- 
self. 


What a Fall! Then Genesis 3:15 
gives the first promise of the Redeem- 
er, and outlines the Great Controversy 
of the Ages. The conflict is between 
the Seed of the Woman (Christ) and 
the Seed of the Serpent, (Satan) with 
the prophecy that the fallen Lucifer 
should bruise His heel. The Cruci- 
fixion was His temporary disablement, 
but God raised Him from the dead. 
The consummation and climax of 
Genesis 3:15 will be when the Seed 
of the Woman shall crush the Serpent’s 
head; when victory will be complete 
for God and His children. 


Revelation 12:9 identifies the Ser- 
pent with the Devil and Satan. The 
explanation for the terrible conflict, 
lies in the fact that God and Satan 
are striving for the worship and al- 
legiance of the human race. Our lives 
therefore are like a battleground, upon 
which two contending forces are en- 
gaged in deadly combat. The trouble 
is not merely between God and man, 
or Satan and man, but Satan, the fal- 
len angel of wisdom and beauty is 
seeking to reenact the scene described 
before; as he led the angels in rebtl- 
lion against God, he now seeks to in- 
duce human beings to worship himself 
and swear allegiance to his cause, in- 
— of following the true and living 

od. 


“The whole world (systems) lieth in 
wickedness.” (I John 5:19) Therefore, 
“Choose you this day whom ye will 
serve... But as for me and my 
house, we will serve the Lord.” (Josh. 
420 |) ere 


HEN the Earth was reconstructed, 
the solid or land part of the globe 
was practically in one mass. God said: 
“Let the waters under the heaven be 
gathered together into one place, and 
let the dry land appear: and it was so.” 


In the Book of Genesis we read that 
Eber, the great-grandson of Shem, call- 
ed his first-born son “Peleg; for in his 
days was the earth divided.” (Gen. 10: 
25) One interpretation of the word 


“stream.” 
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“Peleg” is “division” and another is 
Combining these two mean- 
ings, we feel they must refer to the 
overwhelming force which broke up the 
solid mass of the Earth and caused 
a great rushing of streams of water 
that entirely altered the face of the 
globe. 


Dr. Alexander Hislop in his book 
“The Two Babylons” (page 242), states 
that Druid Bards affirm that “the 
dreadful tempest of fire that split the 
Earth asunder was rapidly succeeded 
by the bursting of the Lake Llion.” 
We do not know where Lake Llion was, 
but the Druidic tradition of a tremen- 
dous cataclysm is confirmed by the 
Biblical record of the event. 


A comparison of the contours of the 
East Coast of the two Americas and 
the West Coast of Africa and Europe 
reveals a fact that points to the divi- 
sion of the Earth. The strikingly simi- 
lar geographical shore lines of these 
two hemispheres are not freaks of na- 
ture, nor accidents. By cutting out the 
Atlantic Ocean and allowing for na- 
tural erosion changes in the coastal 
portions through the centuries, it will 
be discovered that the continents and 
hemispheres fit together like a jig-saw 
puzzle. 

The age-long mysteries of how the 
American Indian came to this continent 
and an explanation of the Central 
American pyramids are solved in the 
light of the “divided Earth.” In the 
days of Peleg, the people were scattered 
all over the “solid Earth.” The split- 
ting asunder evidently came suddenly. 
Wherever the people happened to be at 
the moment, there they remained. 


It was just as we would build and 
float a great raft and cover it with 
people, then after cutting the raft into 
two or four parts, the separate sections 
would naturally drift in different 


directions carrying their respective 
people. By fitting the Northwest 
part of Africa into the Northeast part 
of South America it will not be diffi- 
cult to see how pyramid knowledge 
spread from Egypt to Central America. 
In fact, these two countries were evi- 
dently one, before the division of the 
Earth, and it is interesting to note that 
the color of the skin of these peoples 
was the same. 


Thus we have seen how the Earth 
is indeed “the Black Sheep of the Uni- 
verse.” Because of sin it suffered the 
judgment of God. The effect of that 
judgment is seen in the removal of the 
beauties of the original Earth. The re- 
sult of that judgment is evidenced to 
this day by the 25,800 year “wobble” 
or gyratory revolution of the Earth. 
The splitting of the centralized land 
area of the Earth into continents is 
another evidence of God’s later visita- 
tion. Other indications of God’s judg- 
ment upon this planet are recorded in 
His Word and in the strata of the 
Earth.

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stupendous event of a Reunited Earth 
will take place at the climax of the 
Day of God’s Wrath when the Great 
Tribulation comes to an end. The 
foundation of their belief is found in 
a number of prophetic passages which 
describe the closing scenes of the Sev- 
entieth Week of Daniel. 


God spoke through Joel the Prophet 
and said: “I will show wonders in the 
heavens and in the EARTH ... the 
heavens and the earth shall shake.” 
(Joel 2:30; 3:16) To this Isaiah adds: 
“And they shall go into the holes of 
the rocks, (see Rev. 6:12-17), and into 
the caves of the earth, for fear of the 
Lord, and for the glory of His majesty 
WHEN HE ARISETH TO SHAKE 
TERRIBLY THE EARTH.” (isa. 2: 
19) 

Later on, Isaiah, in predicting the 
coming Great Tribulation, describes the 
terrific violence to be meted out upon 
the Earth, in the following prophetic 
language: “And it shall come to pass 

. the windows from on high are (to) 
open, and the foundations of the earth 
do (are to) shake. The earth is (to 
be) utterly broken down, the earth is 
(to be) clean dissolved, the earth is 
(to be) moved exceedingly. ,The earth 
shall reel to and fro like a drunkard, 
and shall be removed like a cottage; 
and the transgression thereof shall be 
heavy upon it; and it shall fall, and 
not rise again.” (Isa. 24:18-20) 


Jesus said: “Great earthquakes shall 
be in divers places” (Luke 21:11) 
among “the beginning of sorrows” 
(Matt. 24:4-8) in the first half of the 
Seventieth Week of Daniel. (Dan. 9:27) 
John on the Isle of Patmos saw the 
terrestrial disturbances in advance and 
wrote: “There was a great earthquake 

.. and EVERY MOUNTAIN and 
ISLAND WERE MOVED OUT OF 
THEIR PLACES.” (Rev. 6:12-18) 


In the midst of a reeling, shaking 
Earth, while mountains and islands are 
moving about, “His (Christ’s) feet shall 
stand in that day upon the mount of 
Olives, which is before Jerusalem on 
the east, and the mount of Olives shall 
cleave in the midst thereof toward the 
east and toward the west, and there 
shall be a very great valley; and half 
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of the mountain shall remove toward 
the north, and half of it toward the 
south.” (Zech. 14:4) 


“And the seventh angel poured out 
his vial into the air; and there came 
a great voice out of the temple of heav- 
en, from the throne, saying, It is done. 
And there were voices, and thunders, 
and lightnings; and there was a great 
earthquake, such as was not since men 
were upon the earth, so mighty an 
earthquake, and so great. And the great 
city was divided into three parts, and 
the cities of the nations fell: and great 
Babylon came in remembrance before 
God, to give unto her the cup of the 
wine of the fierceness of His wrath. 
And EVERY ISLAND FLED AWAY, 
and the MOUNTAINS WERE NOT 
FOUND.” (Rev. 16:17-20) 


Another reference from Isaiah (13: 
13) points to this same awful time 
and its cataclysm: “Therefore I will 
shake the heavens, and THE EARTH 
SHALL REMOVE OUT OF HER 
PLACE, in the wrath of the Lord of 
hosts, and in the day of His fierce 
anger.” 


The Scriptures clearly teach that in 
the Day of God’s Wrath at the climax 
of the Great Tribulation, the Earth is 
to be shaken; it is to reel like a 
drunkard; its islands and mountains 
are to be removed, all of which indi- 
cates the strong possibility of the uni- 
fication or centralization, of the land 
area, and the return of the Earth to 
its original orbit. 


It is interesting to note that in Isai- 
ah’s description of the many earthly 
blessings to be bestowed during the 
Millennium, he states that “the earth 
shall be full of the knowledge of the 
Lord, as the waters cover THE SEA.” 
(Isa. 11:9) Please note: “THE sea,” 
not “seas”—not more than one or seven, 
but “THE sea,” or ONE sea. The same 
expression, “THE SEA,” is used in 
Isaiah 11:11, “The islands (coasts) of 
THE SEA.” Note also Isaiah 24:14,15. 


That the Prophet had in mind a 
“general” sea, rather than a particular 
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body of water such as the Mediter- 
ranean Sea, is made clear by his defi- 
nitely designating the land as being 
the “EARTH” rather than a limited 
country, such as Palestine. If the pres- 
ent “seven seas” are to become ONE 
sea, then it naturally follows that all 
land area must be brought together 
in ONE place, even though there may 
be small islands here and there around 
and near the main shore-line. 


The unification of the land area of 
the Earth fits into the general plan and 
purpose for the Millennium. Hemis- 
pheres and continents mean division, 
and there are to be no divisive barriers 
during the Messianic reign. “The Lord 
shall be King over all the earth: in 
that day shall there be ONE Lord and 
His name ONE.” 


Likewise, the ideal climatic condi- 
tions as predicted for the Millennium 
strongly indicate that our Earth will 
then be in her proper orbit. The Earth’s 
greatest fertility; the soil’s largest bum- 
per crops; the prolongation of human 
life; the multiplication of people to the 
largest population in history; the estab- 
lishment of a genuine and permanent 
peace; the super-wholesome, continu- 
ous presence of health, joy, gladness, 
contentment, happiness and prosperity

the Seventy-sixth Congress, I point- 
ed out that... failure to restore a 
government based upon the Constitu- 
tion will lead to complete disintegra- 
tion and despotism. 


I said and now repeat, that the 
“emergency powers” given to the Ex- 
ecutive by Congress are illegal, because 
unconstitutional. As a private citizen, 
I say enactment of such legislation by 
Congress is a deliberate betrayal of 
public trust and violation of the oath 
each member takes when he assumes 
office. 


Benedict Arnold violated his oath of 
office and betrayed the Nation when 
he sold military secrets to Great Bri- 
tain. That was a minor offense, com- 
pared with the transfer of fifty destroy- 
ers, secret bomb sights, and other mili- 
tary instruments to England, the same 
country whose officials bribed Cap- 
tain Arnold. 


I was in Congress when a few mem- 
bers made an issue of the fact that the 
transfer of a part of the Navy, was 
without the authority of Congress, and 
therefore illegal. 


Members of Congress who were ap- 
prehensive of their rights evidently 
failed to realize that Congress has no 
more authority to commit a treason- 
able act than the Executive, and that 
under the Constitution no power is 
granted to Congress or anyone else to 
dispose of vital property contrary to 
Art. IV., Sec. 3, which I quote: 


“The Congress shall have power to 
dispose of and make all needful rules 
and regulations respecting the territory 
or other property belonging to the 
United States; and nothing in this 
Constitution shall be so construed as to 
prejudice any claims of the United 
States fr of any particular State.” 


It should be evident to anyone who 
will read and study the Constitution, 
that Congress has no legal power to 
pass laws which are in conflict with 
that document, and therefore destruc- 
tive to the government of the United 
States. 


I believe every fair-minded person 
will agree with me, when I say, that 
no power is granted to Congress in Art. 
4, Sec. 3, to dispose of “territory or 
other property belonging to the United 
States,” which may “prejudice,” dam- 
age or cause injury to “any claims 


lar State.” The same restrictions apply 
to legislation because Art. 4, Sec. 3, 
states that Congress shall “make all 
needful rules and regulations” without 
prejudicing “claims of the United 
States or of any particular State.” 


It should be evident from this that 
Congress has no legal right to enact 
legislation to provide for rules, regu- 
lations, and disposal of property with- 
out unanimous consent of the Repre- 
sentatives of each State, or, if they 
disagree, by approval of the majority 
of the people within the State. This, 
of course, implies that no such legis- 
lation or transfer of property can be 
made without an Amendment to the 
Constitution. Repeal of the Johnson 
Act or the Neutrality Act will not solve 
this problem, because ravishment of the 
Constitution is a crime that cannot be 
legalized or condoned by Act of Con- 


gress. 


Congress, therefore, is and always 
will be responsible to the people of this 
Nation for blunders made by the Presi- 
dent, by the Federal Government, and 
by Congress itself. This is only right 
and proper because members of Con- 
gress are not elected to represent the 
President, or the Supreme Court. They 
are elected to represent the people and 
“to preserve, to protect, and defend the 
Constitution of the United States,” yes, 
as it was given to them by the people 
to whom the document rightfully be- 
longs and in which they direct Con- 
gress as to its procedure in the ad- 
ministration of the Government of the 
United States. 


The people must, however, bear in 
mind that they themselves are respon- 
sible tor the type and caliber of men 
they elect to office. If instead of send- 
ing men to Washington whose undivid- 
ed interest is in America and in the 
principles of our Government as pro- 
claimed in the Constitution, they elect 
men to office who are pro-English, pro- 
International, and servants of the “un- 
seen rulers,” nothing may be expected 
contrary to that which these groups of 
Internationalists desire. 


These hidden masters may be rough- 
ly divided into two groups. ... The 
first are pro-English and dupes of 
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royalty and the British Government. 
Their interest is to restore the United 
States to England, as a colony in the 
British Empire. The second group is 
composed of those who hate the Ger- 
man people and whose sole desire is to 
be restored to financial control in the 
nations from which they have been 
ejected and who, to protect and per- 
petuate themselves in such position, 
hope eventually to incorporate the 
United States as an unit into a League 
of Nations or World Government. The 
first group is pro-English; the second 
group is anti-German, and both of 
them are for war. 


It is the members of these two groups 
who are shouting for war. A war which 
is not in the interest of the United 
States, but rather to satisfy personal 
ambitions and hatreds. None of these 
warmongers care what the cost will be 
to the United States by loss of lives 
and destruction of property, and there 
is a good reason for this indifference 
for none of them will occupy positions 
in the front line trenches. In addition 
to this they are fully protected from 
loss, because they own or control the 
twenty billions of dollars worth of gold 
in the United States’ Treasury and the 
major national industries. 


When the people instruct the men 
they elect to Congress to follow the 
Executive instead of the Constitution, 
they can only expect to receive in re- 
turn that for which the Executive 
stands. If he is one of those whose 
interest is in a foreign country instead 
of the United States, we may expect 
that he will call upon our man’ power, 
industry, and treasury to provide full

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aid to the nation he favors, even if 
such aid beggars the people and bank- 
rupts our Government. 


In other words, should we elect mem- 
bers of Congress to support the Presi- 
dent, nothing but confusion could be 
expected because the Government would 
change with each newly elected Presi- 
dent and finally deteriorate into So- 
cialism or Communism, like the New 
Deal. It should be obvious that with 
a Congress elected as servants to each 
new President instead as Representa- 
tives of the people, the prediction of 
George Washington will come true. I 
quote from his Farewell Address: 


“The alternate domination of one 
faction over another, sharpened by the 
spirit of revenge natural to party dissen- 
sion, which in different ages and coun- 
tries has perpetrated the most horrid 
enormities, is itself a frightful despot- 
ism. But this leads at length to a more 
formal and permanent despotism. The 
disorders and miseries which result, 
gradually incline the minds of men to 
seek security and repose in the absolute 
power of an individual, and sooner or 
later the chief of some prevailing fac- 
tion, more able or more fortunate than 
his competitors, turns this disposition 
to the purpose of his own elevation 
on the ruins of public liberty. 


“Without looking forward to an ex- 
tremity of this kind (which neverthe- 
less ought not to be entirely out of 
sight) the common and continual mis- 
chiefs of the spirit of party are suffi- 
cient to make it the interest and duty 
of a wise people to discourage and re- 
strain it. 


“It serves always to distract the pub- 
lic councils and enfeeble the public ad- 
ministration. It agitates the commun- 
ity with ill-founded jealousies and 
false alarms; kindles the animosity of 
one part against another; foments oc- 
casionally riot and insurrection. It 
opens the door to foreign influence and 
corruption, which find a facilitated ac- 
cess to the government itself through 
the channels of party passion. Thus 
the policy and the will of one country 
are subjected to the policy and will of 
another... . 


“It is important, likewise, that the 
habits of thinking in a free country 
should inspire caution in those intrust- 
ed with its administration to confine 
themselves within their respective con- 
stitutional spheres, avoiding in the ex- 
ercise of the powers of one department 
to’ encroach upon another. The spirit 
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|of encroachment tends to consolidate 


the powers of all the departments in 
one, and thus to create, whatever the 
form of government, a real despotism. 
A just estimate of that love of power 
and proneness to abuse it which pre- 
dominates in the human heart is suf- 
ficient to satisfy us of the truth of 
this position. 


“The necessity of reciprocal checks in 
the exercise of political power, by di- 
viding and distributing it into different 
depositories, and constituting each the 
guardian of the public weal against in- 
vasions by the others, has been evinc- 
ed by experiments ancient and modern, 
some of them in our country and under 
our own eyes. To preserve them must 
be as necessary as to institute them. 
If in the opinion of the people the dis- 
tribution or modification of the con- 
stitutional powers be in any particular 
wrong, let it be corrected by an amend- 
ment in the way which the Constitu- 
tion designates. But let there be no 
change by usurpation; for though this 
in one instance may be the instrument 
of good, it is the customary weapon 
by which free governments are de- 
stroyed.” 


This message was written by Presi- 
dent Washington as a warning to us, 
so’'as to avoid the kind of a dilemma 
we are in today. We are now faced 
with the situation that he predicted 
one hundred and forty-four years ago. 
The “emergency” which threatens us 
now is not an invasion by foreign 
powers, for they could not invade the 
United States, even if they had all the 
ships afloat, including their own and 
the British Navy. 


The “emergency” which confronts us 
at this time is to save our Govern- 
ment, so that it will not fall into the 
hands of those who are financing the 
British Israel World Federation, whose 
symbol a Pyramid, may be found on 
the back of the $1.00 (one dollar) bill.

Armed invasion by any Foreign 
Power except England is plain hysteria 
promoted by the organizations which 
have been listed by Senator Holt and 
myself, to fool the American people 
into another war as was the case in 
1917.

A brief history of this discourse 
states: “Dr. Edwards preached this re- 
markable sermon at Enfield, Conn., 
July 8, 1741. It was at night, and while 
he was speaking, the lights became dim 
and the influence was so great on the 
congregation, that men and women 
cried and screamed for mercy and 
grabbed the seats, for fear they would 
slide into hell that very moment. A 
fellow Minister, who was seated in the 
pulpit, cried out, ‘Mr. Edwards! Mr. 
Edwards! Is not God merciful, too?’”

It is impossible to abstain from an 
evil unless one has true knowledge of 
the destructive elements involved. The 
one infallible source of authority in 
such matters is the Word of God. “The 
entrance of thy words giveth light.” 
(Psalm 119:130) One who studies and 
believes the Bible will never need be 
in doubt as to whether a particular 
thought or deed, is right or wrong in 
the sight of God. 


The book of Habakkuk reveals God’s 
attitude toward those who place temp- 
tation in the path of others. Alcoholic 
beverage is one of the vilest seductions 
of Satan. Those who serve it at social 
functions, under guise of hospitality, 
come under this condemnation sounded 
by the prophet. There is nothing more 
wicked than to lure people to physi- 
cal and spiritual destruction. (The 
New Deal stands condemned, for God, 
speaking through the. lips of the proph- 
et, said: “Woe unto him that giveth 
his neighbor drink, that puttest thy 
bottle to him, and makest him drunk- 
en.””) 


The complete text of the foregoing 
reference, lends itself to the suggestion 
that many who drink, actually do so 
as a preparation to indulge in immoral 
acts. If drunkenness, therefore, leads to 
other forms of degradation, it also par- 
takes of the malignity of those things.

We must an- 
swer to our conscience, to our self- 
respect, and at last to our God — the 
God Who heard the voice of Abel’s 
blood.

The Christian Attitude 


Towards Possessions 
Luke 16:10-15, 19-23 





OLDEN TEXT: 
God and mammon.” 
13) 


This lesson today teaches us, in the 
language of Canon Farrar, that “the 
essential fidelity of the heart is the 
same whether it be exercised in two 
mites or in a regal treasury.” Great 
souls are those who are faithful in 
handling even the little things. 


The Pharisees scoffed (verse 14). 
They were guilty of the sin to which our 
Lord refers. They, being under the in- 
fluence of the love of money, had only 
contempt for the One Who exposed the 
evil of putting riches above God. These 
“religious” leaders believed they could 
serve God and mammon. They “scoff- 
ed” at Him — the word here meaning, 
literally, “to turn up the nose,” or “to 
make a face.” 


“Ye cannot serve 
(Luke 16: 





They justified themselves before men 
because of external morality, but were 
really an abomination in the sight of 
God, Who knew their hearts. The 
phrase, “God knoweth your hearts,” 
(verse 15) deserves hours of medita- 
tion. If we believe and live in the the 
light of this fact, our conduct will, at 
all times, be transparently sincere. 


Some believe the story (verses 19-22) 
is a parable, but our Lord relates it as 
an historical incident. Jesus did not 
think the rich man of sufficient import- 
ance to mention his name. 


There seems to have been no particu- 
lar sin of which the rich man was 
guilty. He is not charged with having 
acquired his riches wrongly, nor having 
used anybody despitefully, nor of hav- 
ing profaned God’s name, or of any- 
thing which might be expected of the 
ordinary respectable rich man. He was 
not immoral, so the truth is here con- 
veyed that even moral people away 
from God, can go to hell! 


Neither riches nor poverty can ward 
off death. Here is a good sentence to 
ponder — “the rich man also died.” 
It was a happy release for the poor man 
to die. (Phil. 1:21-23) But to the rich 
man, death brought an end to all he 
loved; all his hopes were dashed to 
pieces. Death brought to the poor man 
a convoy of angels to bear him home. 
To the rich man, it brought a funeral 

—‘“he was buried.” 


The rich man cried for “mercy,” but 
this cry was not motivated by a desire 
for heaven with its holiness. It was 
prompted by a desire to escape misery. 
Abraham bade the rich man to “remem- 
ber.” We carry our memories into the 
next world to be a source of joy or 
anguish. 
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February 16 


Forgiveness and Gratitude 
Luke 17:1-4, 11-19 





OLDEN TEXT: “And be ye kind 

one to another, tenderhearted, for- 
Siving one another, even as God for 
Christ’s sake hath forgiven you.” (Eph. 
4:32) 


The offenses (verse 1) were no doubt 
the worldliness and selfishness of pro- 
fessing Christians. Our Lord knew 
these things would enter His church and 
pronounced “woe” upon them “through 
whom they come.” 


The “little ones” (verse 2) are not 
human children, in this instance, but 
the reference is clearly to “new babes in 
Christ,” whose faith is still a little 
weak. To tie a stone around a person’s 
neck and cast him into the sea, was 
an ancient form of punishment. Jesus 
says, this would be better than the 
punishment that awaits one who has 
by his hypocritical profession, caused 
young Christians to stumble. 


How often to forgive (verses 3-4). 
This lesson teaches that there should be 
no limit to our forgiveness. “Seventy 
times seven,” may seem a hard com- 
mand, but we should rejoice . . . because 
if He demands limitless forgiveness on 
our part, we may expect Him to deal 
with us on the same basis. Once we 
vision the magnitude of God’s forgive- 
ness to us, we shall not find it hard to 
forgive others. How insignificant the 
wrongs done us, in comparison with our 
offenses toward Him! 


Of the ten lepers healed, only one 
turned back to glorify God. He used 
his restored voice to praise its Restorer. 
The nine were occupied with the gift; 
the one with the Giver. The one who 
returned to give thanks was the strang- 
er, the Samaritan. Jesus was moved by 
the gratitude of this leper, but grieved 
by the ingratitude of the others. How- 
ever, He did not nullify the blessings 
granted. If He took from us every- 
thing for which we are not duly thank- 
ful, we would have little left. 


The three persons who, in Jesus’ life- 
time, received special commendation for 
their faith were a heathen centurion 
(Matt. 8:10), a heathen woman (Matt. 
15:24-28), and the Samaritan leper 
(Luke 17:19).

Jesus Calls To Prayer 
Luke 18:1-14 





OLDEN TEXT: “Lord, teach us to 
pray.” (Luke 11:1) 

In this lesson, we have two parables 
instructing men how to pray. (1) Pray 
through, (2) Pray with humility. The 
text also illustrates two prayers — one 
prolonged, importunate prayer . . . the 
other a lightning flash of faith. 


Christ declares in effect that the alter- 
native before every one of us, is to 
pray or to faint. There is no suggestion 
of a middle course. If men pray, they 
do not faint — that is to say, their 
hearts keep strong in facing the prob- 
lems of daily life. If men faint, it is 
because they cease to pray. 


When a man faints in the days of 
adversity, it is because the line of com- 
munication with the Source of Power, 
has somehow been cut; he has become 
separated from his spiritual resources. 
It is not the growing strength of -the 
enemy nor the increasing exactions of 
duty, which make the heart succumb; 
it is the lessening of its supplies. 


“It is prayer which keeps open the 
road between the soul and its resources. 
When we cease to pray, the open high- 
way is blocked and closed,” said Dr. 
Jowett. 


Jesus had been answering the ques- 
tion of the Pharisees as to “when the 
kingdom of God should come,” and 
He told them that as it was in the 
days of Noah, so shall it be at the com- 
ing of the Son of Man. The parable 
He gives in verse one is a continua- 
tion of thought expressed in Luke, 
chapter 17, namely that a great world 
crisis will precede the coming of Christ. 


While the Pharisee (verse 9-14) re- 
garded himself as a righteous man, 
the Publican regarded himself as a 
sinner. The Pharisee was moral, re- 
ligious, orthodox, a generous giver, but 
he went out of the Temple unsaved. 
The Publican had been irreligious and a 
great offender, but he went home “justi- 
fied.” 


The Publican had humbled himself. 
He took his right place before God — 
the sinner’s place — and God exalted 
him. Any man who takes his place 
before God as a sinner will find pardon. 
No man who claims the place as a 
righteous man will be justified before 
God. The case of the Pharisee shows 
how much one may have, and still be 
lost. The case of the Publican shows 
how little one may have, and still be 
saved, through the abounding mercy 
and Grace of God.

RREACHERS and Bible teachers will 

be instantly impressed with the 
value of this book of concise outlines, 
It is an exceptional piece of work; 
nothing this reviewer has seen, com- 
pares with it as a “primer” for stimu- 
lating wells of thought, particularly 
in the matter of preparing sermons, 
youth talks, and messages for other 
types of religious gatherings. 


Dr. Holdcraft says over five thou- 
sand outlines were scanned, in the 
process of selecting those which appear 
herein. They have been well edited 
and boiled down to a minimum of 
words. There are outlines of sermons 
on Old Testament texts, New Testa- 
ment texts, miscellaneous Bible studies, 
suggestions for a whole series of ex- 
positions ... and themes for special 
days and occasions, including Palm 
Sunday, Easter, Mother’s Day, Patri- 
otic, Anti-War Rally, Labor Day, 
Thanksgiving, Missionary Sunday, Fun- 
erals, etc. 


The outline on “What Think Ye of 
the Christ?” is a good example of the 
content: “Matt. 22:42 (1) In Bethle- 
hem, at the manger. Was Jesus Vir- 
gin-born? (2) In Jerusalem, at the 
Temple. Did Jesus ever claim to be 
God? (3) At Calvary, on the cross. 
Who died on the cross? (4) At the 
tomb, His resurrection. Did Jesus really 
rise from the dead? (5) On Olivet, in 
His glory. King of kings and Lord of 
lords.” 
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has not the German air force concen- 
trated its efforts on closing these ports 
by aerial bombardments? It has made 
but few raids on Liverpool and Bristol 
and those only recently. What is the 
answer? I don’t know. Apparently 
no one does. 


The morale of the British nation 
defies description. It is as fine a display 
of human courage as has ever been 
witnessed. But what do we know about 
the morale of the German army or of 
the German people? Have they this 
quality of toughness or are they brittle 
after eight years of tyranny? These are 
but a few of the unknown elements 
which may well determine the final out- 
come. 


Another label used as a smear 
against certain citizens who favor 
keeping America out of the war is the 
word “appeaser.” I have been called 
one. 


If I am called an appeaser because 
I oppose the entrance of this country 
into the present war, I cheerfully plead 
guilty. So must everyone of you who 
want to keep America out of war. 


The term “warmonger” is another 
example of this unfortunate trend, 
such a charge does not help us in de- 
ciding what is best for our country. 
We ought to be done with this sort 
of stuff which only confuses and di- 
vides. We ought to give a fair hear- 
ing to all sides. In that way we will 
be right and united. 


This smear campaign is particularly 
violent against many of our citizens 
who desire this country’s influence to 
be used in an effort to bring about a 
just and lasting peace. These men 
feel that we are already on a toboggan 
ride towards involvement in the Euro- 


‘ 
pean war. 


They believe that as long as this war 
continues, there is the ever increasing 
possibility—yes, probability—that we 
ourselves will become involved, bring- 
ing ruin to our civilization and an end 
to our democratic form of life. We 
cannot blame these men for working 
for peace. 


So far as financing the assistance we 
give to Britain is concerned, my per- 
sonal opinion is that the British ought 
to make available to us all the assets 
we can use. If after the resources of 
Great Britain were used up it were still 
sound American policy to assist them, 
I would prefer that it be done through 
outright gifts, since I would not ex- 
pect that loans could be repaid. 


Many Americans fear that Hitler will 
declare war on us if we continue to 
aid Great Britain. To declare a state

of war is a bit outmoded in these days 
of unbridled force. Don’t forget that 
Hitler will declare war on this country, 
or will make an attack, only when he 


thinks that such action is for his best 


interests. 


This country certainly has commit- 
ted acts sufficiently unneutral to justify 
a less despotic tyrant than Hitler to 
declare war. The American people ob- 
viously have not the slightest desire 
to remain neutral in the face of the 
aggression of the axis powers. 


Despite the growing hysteria, despite 
all the clamor and the shouting, despite 
all the charges and countercharges, the 
various groups in America are not far 
apart. Only a very few Americans 
want to go to war. I respect their 
sincerity, but I prefer the judgment of 
the great majority who believe that to 
go to war is not for our best interests. 


There will be no American interven- 
tion while there continues to be free 
and open discussion, while the people 
know all the facts, and while our system 
of popular government functions. 


In spite of the fact that the conquest 
of the British Isles would have given 
Hitler domination of Europe, the Ger- 
mans have never been able to secure 
a foothold on that island. 


Consider what it means to transport 
troops and ammunition over 3,000 
miles of storm-tossed ocean; consider 
what risks are involved in seeking to 
pierce naval and air defenses. What 
would our enemies use as bases for 
their planes? What as bases for their 
shipping? I have read that Dakar in 
Africa is only five or six hours by 
plane to the most easterly point of 
South America. But I am assuming 
that our policy with the other Ameri- 
cas will guarantee mutual protection. 


I quite agree that if England were 
to win this war we would be a great 
deal better off than we would if Eng- 
land lost. There is no argument on 
that score. The point of argument, 
however, is on the question of whether 
to help England win the war we should 
get into the war ourselves, thus ex- 
hausting our own resources so as to 
threaten our whole civilization. 


Another argument we hear is that it 
is our duty to go to war because Eng- 
land is fighting our battle. England is 
not fighting our battle. This is not 
our war. We were not consulted when 
it began. We'had no veto power over 
its continuance. England’s own lead- 
ers have told us why they are fighting. 


They are fighting for their very ex- 
istence. It does happen that England’s 
spirited defense is greatly to our ad- 
vantage. It is true she is waging a war 
against a force which seeks to destroy 
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written book, showing real, racial source of Bolshe- 
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the rule of conscience and reason, a 
force that proclaims its hostility to 
law, to family life, even to religion it- 
self. 


One hears the argument that if war 
is declared the President will secure 
powers needed for our defense. The 
President has very wide authority un- 
der existing law. Congress, I feel cer- 
tain, will give him all the power that 
the protection of American interests 
requires. 


The recent bill, H.R. 1776, called the 
“lease-lend bill,” seeks to confer upon 
the President authority unheard of in 
our history. It seeks to vest in the 
executive powers which the President 
says he does not want and would not 
accept but for the emergency. The 
opponents of the bill claim that it 
amounts to an abdication by congress 
of its responsibility and that it is not 
necessary at this time. 


I am unable to agree with the pro- 
ponents of this bill that it has yet been 
shown that we face such immediate 
danger as to justify this surrender of 
the authority and responsibility of the 
congress. I believe that after the hear- 
ings have been completed there will be 
revealed less drastic ways of meet- 
ing the problem of adequate author- 
ity for the President. 


I do not pretend that by staying 
at peace our path will be easy. But 
I do assert that by staying at peace 
we will be in a far better position to 
meet the gigantic problems we must 
face. 


The American people want to avoid 
war. If the leaders keep constantly be- 
fore them what war means in terms of 
human tragedy, if Congress is ever 
alert to the dangers of involvement, 
the national determination will be 
translated into effective action and this 
country will not go to war.
